VOYAGE WAS UNEVENTFUL 





No Tidings Yet as to Possible 
Action to Bar Them 
from Russia. 





HANGO, Finland, Jan. 17.—The 249 
undesirable aliens deported from the 
United ‘States who arrived here yester- 
day on.the United States Army trans- 
port Buford for transshipment to Rus- 
sia ‘were taken off the transport this 
afternoon and marched to the ‘special 
train ‘which will carry them to the Rus- 
sian frontier. The radicals were kept 
between decks from the time the Buford 
docked until they left the vessel. 

Améfican mdrines Finnish White 

Guards were drawn up as the radicals 
proceeded, from the ship to their train. 
The party will be kept completely iso- 
lated: until the frontier is reached, 
which will probably be late tomorrow. 
The Buford arrived here at 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. Finnish pilots 
could not dock the vessel, and a Ger- 
man pilot was summoned. 
Alexander Berkman and Emma Gold- 
man, who have been considered the 
leaders of the deportees, have declared 
they will not remain in Russia, but will 
‘*return to America to save it.’’ 

The Reds on board the Buford will be 
taken to the Russian frontier by United 
States Labor Bureau and immigration 
officials, 

After the Buford had been docked, 
Berkman and Miss Goldman led a pro- 
cession of | radicals down the gangplank, 
a large ntimber of persons assembled on 
the wharf gazing curiously at the land- 
ing.

The‘ ruling creates a unique situation, 
so far as the United States is concerned,

LONDON, Jan. 16.—Peace has been 
ratified with some of England’s former 
enemies, but I see no peace as yet in the 
souls of men. All the world over there 
are discontents, political conflicts, and 
acts of violence; and the armistice which 
silenced the guns more than-a year ago 
has not been followed by a ‘* cease fire” 
to human passions. ‘Here in England 
ne finds among one’s own friends and, 
ye tell the truth, in one’s own heart a 
melancholy ‘and disillusionment not easy 
of cure. \ 
Reading the newspapers, one is dis- 
tressed by-a daily record™ of personal 
tragedies which seem to be caused by a 
sudden breakdown in the ideals of men 
and women who were formerly, it 
seemed, sound and sane. _ 
Leaving to one side the rising statistics 
of crime, there is a general depression of 
spirits among many people, which they 
try to fend off by artificial gayeties and 
excitements, with an insistent demand 
for a greater. margin of wealth in order 
that they may attain. the happiness 
which at -present they think-is beyond 
their reach. 
_All this morbid mentality is directly 
traceable to the war and is 4 disease at- 
tacking the victors as well as the van- 
quished, What the individual needs as 
well as the world is a declaratioh of 
peace—a peace of mind—and the first 
kclause in that new treaty is the abolition 
of that code of violence which has gov- 
erned us inevitably in the war.

Into the problem of railroad control, 
William Church Osborn, Chairman of 
the Eexecutive Board of the Texas and 
asc 2 Railroad, injected. yesterday the 
new term “ take off,’’ which means that 
‘the Government must take off the big 
fellow’s earnings enough to keep. the 
little fellow from going under.’’ Mr. 
Osborn’s contribution was made during 
a.discussion of ‘‘.\The Rights of the Rail- 
roads and the Public’’ at the regular 
Saturday afternoon luncheon and forum 
of the National Republican Club, where 
Jacob “Gould Schurman, President of 
Cornell University, and. Ivy L. Lee, of 
the Association of Railroad Executives, 
were.the other speakers. , 

Mr. Lee took issue with the idea that 
the earnings of large railroads should 
be limited in any way, while Dr. Schur- 
man held that inthe unscrambling of 
the railroads ‘‘ some way must be found 
to stimulate the accumulation oft large 
fortunes so that. great ability.will, set 
itself to the task of creating more 
wealth to divide up amongst the rest of 
us.’’ 

The cetiterofthe storm which is raging 
about railroad finances,. according to 
Mr. Osborn, lies in the change in the 
conception of railroads as a field for 
private profit to that of the railroad 
as a public investment in_which recurity 
and interest are: the inducement to in- 
vest in a public service. 

“And the owners,’’ said Mr. Osborn, 
‘* are looking for any port in the storm. 
There is a definite line of demarcation 
between private and public service in- 
dustries.. The day o ‘profit in steam 
railroads, I am convinced, has gone, and 
it is hopeless. to look forward to the 
revival ofa system of individualism in 
their control. 
The Situation Today. 


“The situation today is that many 
railroadgs.are making no profits, while a 
few are making substantial profits, and 
any rise in rates to benefit the former

THE LOST TWENTY YEARS. 


‘An atmosphere of mystery has brooded 
over the twenty years as to which HENRY 
Apams is silent in his;much-read auto- 
biography. |“ Education had ended in 
“ 1891; tife was complete in 1890; the 
“ rest mattered so little! ” It is generally 
known only tat the period centred in 
his marriage, the tragic death of his 
wife, and in the placing of Samnt-Gav- 
DENS’S masterpiece at her grave in Rock 
Creek Centetery. For the rest, gossip 
has been busy, and out of it a legend 
has been vaguely emerging. 

The few allusions in the “ Education ” 

‘ather intensify the mystery. ADAMS 
upposed the meanirig of the sculptured 
‘igure “ to be the one commonplace about 
“it—the oldest idea known to human 
“thought.” Yet from the first the pub- 
lic was baffled, scandalized. He “ was 
apt to stop there often” to study the art 
of the sculptor. “As ADAMS sat there, 
“ numbers of people came, for the figure 
“seemed to have become a@ tourist fash- 
“ion, and all wanted to know its mean- 
“ing.” A strange encounter that, for a 
man who was preternaturally shy— 
“ sensitive to the point of pain”! “ None 
“felt what would ‘have been a nursery 
“ instinct to a. Hindu baby or a Japanese 
“ jinrjkisha-runner.” The only ones 
who gained a definite impression were 
the clergy.- “ One after another brought 
“ companions there, and, apparently fas- 
“cinated by their own reflection, broke 
“out passionately against the expression 
“they felt in the figure—of despair, 
“of atheism, of denial. Like others, the 
“ priest saw only what he brought. Like 
“all great artists, Samnt-GAUDENS held 
“up the mirror,. and no mere. The 
“American layman had lost sight of 
“ideals; the American priest had lost 
“ sight. of faith.” But as to the real 
meaning of the figure, in its relation- 
ship to his life and all-important “ educa- 
tion,” ADAMS says no word. One gath- 


‘ers at best that it was not despair, not 


atheism, not denial. 

The gap is now filled, charmingly and; 
most satisfactorily, by MABEL LA Farce 
in the ‘current Yale Review. Miss La 
FAaRGE was intimate with Apams and his 
wife from childhood and possesses a con- 
tinuous corPespondence with him cover- 
ing twenty-eight years. She was one of 
the “nieces” to whom he whimsically 
addressed his “ Mont Saint Michel and

Of his brusqueness, and the often per- 
verse delight he ‘took in. jabbing his quill 
into the unimaginative, of which his 
comment upon the clergymen at Rock 
Creek is a characteristic example, Miss 
La Farce makes no concealment.. But it 
“was temperamental and invgluntary, 
and was. part of his fascination.” It 
was, indeed, a fundamental trait in his 
literary style and in his thought. “It

“always to conceal-a ray of tenderness 
“that had escaped him.” - The letters of 
JOHN Hay often allude to ADaMs’s 
choleric sympathies. ‘“‘ Once,” writes Miss 
LA Farce, “ Mr. Hay had the inspiration 
“to have these conflicting, traits em- 
“bodied by SamnT-GAUDENS in plastic 
“form. He ordered a little medallion to

“ Henry ADAMS in profile, with the body 
“of a porcupine and the wings of an

“*Henricus Adams Porcupinus An- 
ti gelus.’ ” ’

“at the foot of thé Cross—no hys-

into a life of restless travel. 
Japan and the Hast gave him “his first 

“glimpse of peace since his ‘life had 
“eee cut in halves ’—‘ infinite and eter- 

“nal peace, the peace of limitless con- 
“sciousness unified with limitless will,’ 
“the peace of Nirvana.” Out of that 
peace came the idea which he gave to 
SAINT-GAUDENS, to ‘be embodied in the 
Rock Creek monument over his wife’s 
grave. “Translated into Western 
thought, Henry ADAMS ‘called it 
“*The Peace of Gop.’. The idea took va- 
“rious forms in his mind. Sometimes 
“he would call it ‘Kwannon,’ the com- 
“ passionate Virgin of the East, merciful 
“ guardian of the human race.” Toward 
the end of his life, after the glory of 
the Virgin of Chartres had been revealed 
to him, “ the Divine Mother of the West 
“blended in his mind, in the monument, 
“with the Virgin of the East.” By his 
own wish he was buried beneath the 
monument. 

Unappreciated in his lifetime except 
as the voluminous historian of the ad- 
ministrations of JEFFERSON and MADISON, 
and counting himself as a nonentity and 
a failure, Henry ApamMs has been re- 
vealed in his posthumous works as one 
of the few authentic geniuses of Amer- 
ican letters—an original, if also a hu- 
morous and eccentric philosopher, for 
whom thought kindled always in the pas- 
sion ofthe spirit, 








OUR NATIVE RADICALS. 


The case of the Rev. Percy STICK- 
NEY GRANT, rector of the Church of the 
Ascension in this city, is worth noticing.

but they so’ t consistently to maintain. 
a form of government in which “1ey be- 
lieved. They pilloried, hanged, de_orted 
~persons whom they regarded as public 
nuisances and dangers to the State. 

’ That their doctrines were not as liberal 
as those of later arid happier ages doesn’t 
count. They preserved the State as they 
saw it. The twentieth century. has. the 
same duty. The fiftieth century, witk

There is something utterly unintelli- 
gible to the ordinary American in all 
this palaver of the radicals about the 
Mayflower and the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, ‘The. forms and names of our 
own history of growing freedom:are used, 
carelessly and unjustly, to bolster up the 


subvert freedom... Because the men of 
Massachusetts Bay had the severity and 
narrowness of their time, as they had 
many noble and strong qualities that will 
maintain their memory always; because 
they were prejudiced and bitter in mat- 
ters of religion, some of their descen- 
dants are good enough to tell us that the 
disciples ‘of murder must be allowed to 
stay -with — us, Because Christmas 
mince pie and ‘the Maypole stirred the 
wrath of choleric Mies STANDISH; be- 
cause the Puritans deperted members of 
sects whom everybody respects nowa- 
days, why, murderers, bomb-throwers, or- 
ganizers of massacre, deliberate enemies 
of this Government and of any Govern- 
ment where orderly freedom and social 
justice exist, must not be driven away 
and DEeBs must be set free. Because cer- 
tain Puritans deported person: harmless, 
from the modern point of view, we must 
not deport rank assassins. Members.of 
“ancient” New England “ families ” who 
labor under that great illusion are en- 
titled, doubtless, to all their genealogical 
distinction; but the majority of us, hear- 
ing them, are divided between astonish- 
ment and wrath.

STABILIZING MONEY RATES. 


There is to be a conti: vance at Chi- 
cago this week of the conference at 

Washington which failed to settle the 
relation between the rates for rediscounts 
by the Federal Reserve and rates for 
deposits fixed by, by, the nation’s Clearing 
Houses, The Federal. Reserve wishes 
such a severance of the relations b 
Sa ene pein te oar ek to 
eral Reserve may control the money mar- 
ket without starting a domestic scramble 
for funds.which could not fail of effect 
throughout the-werld. All signs fait in ; 
dry weather, and this ,is financial 
weather of a sort which makes it highly 
desirable that the command of the money 
market should be in. the hands of the 
Federal Reserve, and that the Clearing 

ouses should avoid embarrassing it in 
its effort to establish an American rate 
for money. fixed with referente to the 
public interest, without regard to bank- 
ing profits. The Federal Res-rve func- 
tions as a whole, while the Clearing 
Houses are independent. The Federal 
‘Reserve has all but accomplished the 
alleged impossibility of establishing «a 
continental rate for funds, and it never 
could have done that if its districts had. 
competed with themselves. 


The objective is a low rate for produc- 
tive purposes, and that can never be_at- 
tained by'the banks’ purchase of deposits. 
The cost must be added to the charge to 
borrowers, and the banks should not try 
to turn their liabilities into investments. 
The disuse of payment for deposits is a 
counsel of perfection, but it’ is a poor 
time for the banks to bid when trade use 
bids so much higher that there is a 
scarcity of floating funds. 

It is being said that' it would be con- 
servative to raise our rate to the British 
‘rate, and that the Federal Reserve is con- 
sidering raising its commercial rate as 
the sequel to its discouragement of specu- 
Jation. The reduction of the rations of 
trade is a poor way to-foster it, and the 
Bank of England has lost command of 
the money market despite a policy of 
rate raising. London bankers haye dis- 
covered. that what the occasion calls for

A Plea for the “ Human Links” of 
Private Management.

The. President’s proclamation. return- 
ing all railroads to private ,ownership 
on March 1 has set in motion a flood 
of discussion én railroad matters, for 
tne most part from the financial point 
of view.

Private ownership of the railroads, 
without a strong and*a clearly defined 
system of private management, is sim- 
ply a ‘‘death in tue .pot'’ proposition.

CAN A STATE CHANGE ITs MIND? 








New York University, Jan. 12, 1920. + 
'o the Editor of The New York Témes: 

There is danger that the statement of 
Wayne B. Wheeler, chief counsel of the 
Anti-Saloon League, with reference to 
the recall of a State approval of pending 
amendments to the Federal Constitution, 


‘may mislead some 


The courts have not, as some might 
suppose from Mr. Wheeler's words, held 
thet a State which once has approved 
an amendment may not recall its. vote 
ahd disapprove. ‘That question never 
has been decided in the courts. The only 


‘official decision which has been made 


was rendered by Congress under condi- 
tions substantially such as Mr. Wheeler 
describes. But the Congressional, de- 
cision never has been subjected to ju- 
dicial scrutiny, and the courts are en- 
tirely free to annul it. It is true that 
practical legislative constructions of the 
Constitution are of weight with the 
courts, but they are not conclusive. 
Apparently Mr. Wheeler ‘has been do- 
ing exactly what most hurried. students 
have done, that is, he has relied im- 
plicitly upon Judge Cooley in his 
“Principles of Constitutional Law.” 
But,’ at least im this particular matter, 
as high an authority as Judge Cooley 
proves unreliable. .For neither the Con- 
necticut case cited by Mr. Wheeler, as 
also by Judge Cooley (The Society vs. 
City of New London, 29 Conn., 174), nor 
an earlier Federal case cited by the 
Connecticut court (Supervisors of Cal- 
houn Co. vs. Galbraith, 99 U. S. 214) 
furnishes even the least support for the 
principle at issue. In the Federal de- 
cision, the United States Supreme Court 
that a county which had once 
voted against an issue of bonds might 
at a later election reverse its decision 
and then lawfully issue the bonds. 

In the Connecticut case ‘the question 
was the same, except that the city 
thrice had voted against bonds and then 
at a fourth election had reversed its 
earlier decision. These cases, therefore, 
but illustrate the principle that public 
authorities, like women, may change 
their **no’’ to a “yes.”” They do not 
touch the related question whether a 
** yes "* may be changed to a “‘ ho.”” But 
the latter is the question involved ‘in 
connected with the constitutional 
amendment. 

It is not doubted that a State which 
has refused to accept an amendment 
may thereafter .ratify. The present de- 
bated question is whether a State which 
has accepted an amendment may recall 
its assent, at any time before enough 
other States have ratified to accom- 


plish the incorporation of the amend- 
‘ment in the Constitution.

In the absence, then, of any authori- 
tative judicial decision, the personal 
opinion ‘#f one of the most eminent of 
American jurists, who was himself long 
ra Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court, me *e of interest. With spe- 
cific reference to this particular ques- 
tion, Judge Story in his Commentaries 
on the Constitution of the United States 
says: . 

“Generally speaking, when a proposi- 
tion is made for mutual compact or 
agreement, no one is bound by his €x- 
pression of concurrence until the others 
have accepted; his own acceptance must 
up to that time be regarded as pro- 
visional, and may be withdrawn at 
pleasure. If a proposed agreement, com- 
pact, or convention between States 
stands on any different footing, the con- 
sequences may possibly, under some cir- 
cumstances, be extremely serious, if the 
final acceptance of a constitutional 
amendment shall be postponed by any 
States until important changes bearing 
upon the propriety or necessity of the 
act have taken place. Suppose, for in- 
stanee, the constitutional amendment 
proposed in 1861 for the protection. of 
slavery in the States had been accepted 
at that time by the requisite number of 
States save three, could it be seriously 
urged that in 1865, after the circum- 
stances had wholly changed, the. three 
States of ‘Kentucky, Maryland and Dela- 
ware—supposing them not to have been 
originally assenting and the number of 
States not to have increased—could move 
the subject anew, and by their ratifica- 
tion bind the other States to an amend- 
ment protecting slavery, notwithstand- 
jing the other States had withdrawn 
their assent and notwithstanding the 
amendment, if then for the first tirhe 
proposed, would unanimously have been 
rejected by the great majority? . Per- 
haps this suggestion of a case that 
might easily have been possible, but for 
the precipitation of events, will be suf- 
ficient to show the unsoundness and 
danger of a rule which, if applied as 
suggested, would find no analogies in 
the law applicabie to private contracts.

In the abstract, it 
is hard to convince 
people who have 
money to spend 
: that extravagance 
on their part is.making it more diffi- 
cult for the less fortunate to make 
both ends meet and that it tends to 
make more costly whatever they 
themselves buy, to say nothing of the 
result of thereby causing demands for 
higher wages on the part of workers. 
But a single concrete case, which 
came up in the course of some discus- 
sions dufing the past week, may serve 
to give point to the idea and bring it 
home to the minds of many who have 
not:taken it seriously. Take the vast 
extension of the automobile industry, 
for example. Offhand, one would not 
suppose it would have any direct bear- 
ing on the cost of. common hosiery 
and underwear. Yet the connection 
of the two is-most direct. Enormous 
quantities of cotton yarn are used in 
the making of the tires and other ap- 
purtenances .of : motor cars. This 
brings about a strong competition for 
the products of the spinners between 
the automobile people and the makers 
of knit goods. The more machines 
are turned out and the more tires, &c., 
are used, the greater becomes this 
competition. Prices of yarns rise in 
consequence, and so does the cost of 
hosiery and underwear... The rise in 
price does not bother the buyers of 
automobiles, but: it does seriously af- 
fect the numberof people who are 
poor or are in moderate circumstances 
when they come to buy stockings for 
the family, Now, what is true regard- 
ing two such apparently unrelated 
things as automobiles and cheap cot- 
ton stockings applies as well to many 
other articles and explains how much 
the high cost of living is affected by 
profuse spending.

About all of the fluctua- 

Cotton tions in cotton quotatidns 
and Its during the past week, and 
Fabrics. there were many of them, 
were due merely to the 

operations of speculators and bore no 
relation whatever td any change-in 
demand or supply or other variance 
in real conditions.. There were, how- 
ever, certain factors. disclosed which 
tended to keep up the optimism of 
those who are urging the keeping up 
of prices. .'Fhe report from the Census 
Bureau, for example, of the consump- 
tion of cotton in domestic mills was 





quite favorable. It showed the use of 


611,585 bales during last month and a 


total of 2,591,476 bales in the first five 
months of the cotton year. This is 
about 200,000 bales in excess of those 
consumed in the mills during the cor- 
responding period of the year before. 
Nearly a milljon more spindles were in 
operation in these mills last month 
than in December, 1918. Then, too, 
the buying of cotton for export is 
keeping up well, and a lot of the 
poorer grades, which are plentiful, 
are in a way of going abroad. The 
goods m&rket has, been fairly: active, 
with prices at new high record levels 
for a number of constructions, and 
with contracting in some instances as 
far ahead as the second half of the 
year. Printcloths, sheetings, sateens, 
and the finer fabrics have all had their 
share of activity. and a steady demand 
continues for printed, -colored, and 
bleached goods. There is-.also more 
of: a disposition ‘to buy on the part of 
retailers who have done very well 
with their clearance sales.. What is 
helping the sale of fine cotton fabrics 
is the scarcity and extremely ae 
prices of linen ones, ‘The kni.- 
situation remains unchanged with sell- 
ers in the position of advantage.

“AMERIGAN STYLES 


A Discussion of the Importance 
of the First “‘ Review” to 
be Held on Feb. 3. 


A, standard by which the styles of the 
country will be governed is what Frank- 
lin Simon believes the coming Spring 
review of the Couture Division will pro- 
vide.

An interesting an- 
gle of the style situation he mentioned 
was that for a long time credit has gone 
elsewhere than to the designing talent 
at home,- whereit belongs, for — 
notable style developments. The revi 
at the Hotel Co:nmodore on_the evening 
of Feb. 3, he believes, will open the 
eyes of many persons who are unaware 
of the exccllent creative work being done 
in this country. Mr. Simon is President 
of the National Garment Retaflers’. As- 
sociation, which is the parent body of 
the Couture Division, composed of the 
leading fashionable tailors and dress- 
makers of the city. 

‘The exhibitors at the review will be

““The coming review,’’ said Mr. 
Simon, ‘is the first of its kind to be 
heid in this country, inasmuch as it 
represents the first appearance of the 
seading houses in a group exhibition. 
The enthusiasm that marked the recent 
meeting of the couturiers, which I at- 
tended, conyinced me that their display 
will be alYemarkabie one. The iuea of 
an American style opening has much: to 
commend it. some standard by which 
the styles of the country may be gov- 
erned. has been very much needed. 
Paris, of course, has its p.aece, and it is 
foolish Ao think the French will be put 
in the background when it comes to 
things artistic. .But we have what are 
essentially American Styies, and, to 
guide us in these, ‘a ‘group dispiay 
garrying the authority of the best talent 
in the. country ought to be welcomed. 

‘I have found that credit is often 
given where it isn’t deserved. Take the 
tailored frock and short skirt as ex- 
amples. Both ofthese were-originated 
in this country. Paris used -to put a 
train on everything, and no real develop- 
ment was made aiong tailored lines 
until the American designers started the 
ball rolling. so the nome designers 
have not been sieeping, and the best 
evidence of this is that their visits 
abroad are getting fewer and fewer. 
The real importance of the progress 
made by fashion creators in this coun- 
try, I believe, deserves greater recog- 
nition, and the coming review, withs the 
certain prospect of future shows of the 

ind, will do more to emphasize tnis 
importance than did anything before. 
Once the fashion world obtains such 
authoritative exhibitions, the style 
standard I have mentioned will be at 
hand. 

‘“‘It is a mistake to think, as many 
imagine,’’ continued Mr. Simon, “‘ that 
the big buyers alone should profit by 
such exhibitions. Farm magazines, the 
parcel post, and free deliveries have 

added vastly to the education of women 
along fashion lines ift the most remote 
sections of the country. The small as 
well as the large buyer ought to make 
it his business to be posted right up to 
the minute on the style situation. An 
American style opening is just what he 
needs to keep him the necessary. jump 
ahead of his customers. 

‘There is another consideration that 
to my mind increases the impotrance of 
an <Afiferican opening coming at this 
time. Prohibition has been the final 
touch that takes awaya great majority 
of the opportunities for fashionable as- 
bethbiaiges. .Coming-on top of the decline 

se racing,. there is a situation, pre- 
sented in. this Country that finds no 
ee <n abroad: There they have fash- 
ionable watering places, well-attended 
races, and the restaurants, by which 
women are supplied the necessary incen- 
tive to dress ‘ differently.’ The style of 
dress worn in such public places shows 
considerable variance over that. which 
rules in the home or at distinctly private 
functions. Palm Beach. venture to 
say, does not accommodate much over 
10,000 during the brief period of its 
season. These are only a few taking 
into accoupt the millions who seek fash- 
ionable ress. The opportunity to 
analyze’ and guide the style desires of 
so many American women would seem 
to rest, therefore, most appropriately in 
the hands of American —— espe- 
per AA, under the conditions I have de-. 
scr 

“In connection with the restricted 
sphere of America nsocial activity, I 
might mention the urgent need for new 
means of getting fashionable people to- 
gether. One’ of the first well planned 
efforts in this direction, in my opinion, 
has been made by ‘Mr. wman, who 

will provide a suburban hotel with many 
attractive features sure to' be welcoméd 
by a smart clicntele. When further prog- 
ress is made in this direction. I believe 
the American fashion houses will begin 
to get the full fruit of the creditable 
endeavor they have now launched. ., - 

“ Having established themselves first as 
preper ——_ in tne matter of wom- 
en's f ms. for this country, they will 
be ideally situated to develop chair | fash- 
ions along whatever lines Are indicated. 
In other words, the special inspiration 
reeded for a successful interpretation of 

fashion tendencies will be provided by 
these fashionable assemblages -in this 
country.’

wise WATCH EXPORTS. | 


Three-Fourths ot. the Movements 
Are Sent to This Country. 


For ‘the first aix months of 1919 the 
total exports of Swiss watches amounted 
to $24,778,826, against $19,527,244 for the 
first semester of 1918. If trade during 


the second half of last year; pres § 
Consul Francis R. Stewart at ie, 
continued as good as the first half a. 
very high figure. for exports was 
reached. There was an increase in the 
number of finished watch movements 
and of bracelet watches exported ag 
compared with 1918, but the increase in 
values was with these exceptions chief- 
ly due to prevailing high prices. 

Three-fourts. of the~ ex: of watch 
movements in the first half of 1919 went 
to the United States. The United States 
also stood first as purchaser of bracelet 
watches, taking such exports to - 
value of $572,796. China was second in 
this trade, with $462/663 to its credit; 
then Great Britain, with $461,620; British 
India, with $394, 663, and Argentina, with’ 

206. The bracelet watch apparently 
will continue te maintain its place in the 
world’s markét. 

During the war Sweden, Denmark and 
the Netherlands served as middlemen in 
the Swiss trade in gold watches and 
these countries continue to be important. 
factors. 

The Swiss watch industry has had to 
contend with many difficulties, but the 
results on the whole are satisfactory. 
The markets in different countries vary 
great.y, but as Swiss watches are sold 
all over the world an exhausted market 
is soon replaced us a new demand from 
another quarter. he prices of watches 
are continually increasing, but this ap- 
parently has not affected orders. 
some of the manufacturers are of the 
opinion that there will not be another 
crisis in the Swiss watch industry, such 
as. was experienced about 1907, others 
are more pessimistic and announce. their 
belief. that a disastrous crisis can be ex- 

soon. 


TO STOP OVERPRODUCTION. 


Makers. of Dresses Warned of the 
Consequences of the Policy. 


The Spring and Summer season of 1920 
will see no overproduction of dresses if 
the Associated Dress Industries of 
America, succeeds in a campaign which 
it has just instituted for the purpose of 
getting manufacturers and jobbers to 
operate ‘“‘close to the shore’’ and thus 
prevent the agcumulation of large stocks 
of merchandise at the end of the period. 

A statement to this effect was issued 
yesterday by Executive Director David 
N. Mosessohn, who declared that the 
organization will use every effort to 
warn manufacturers against’ an over- 
production of popular-priced merchan- 
dise. Mr. Mosessohn said there are no 
fears of any overproduction of the high- 
grade. merchandise, but that last sea- 
son, particularly, an overproduction of 
cheap merchandise was in evidence, with 
the result that many wholesalers sus- 
pet severe losses on account of offer- 
ing the goods that they were caught with 
at, considerably reduced prices. 

‘The manufacturers and jobbers of 
popular-price dresses are exercising cau- 
tion,’’ said Mr. Mosessohn. ‘‘ Because 
several large orders are placed at the 
beginning of the season, it is not neces- 
sarily indicative that a continuation of 
demand will follow, and all interests 
will profit by a more careful method of 
operation for the coming season. It 
behooves the wholesalers of popular- 
price dresses to be cautious in so far as 
production is concerned, and this warn- 
ing is issued at a timé when it can do 
some good if it is followed.’’ 


HARD TO GET THE GOODS. 


This American Buyers Found to be 
the Case in England. 


Representatives of the Retail Research 
Association, a group of American de- 
partment stores, recently. found on a 
visit to England that it was impossible 
to secure acceptance of more than one- 
fourth ‘to one-half of the orders which 
they Wished to place. Alfred Nutting, 
clerk in the American Consulate General 
in London, reports that the retailers 
found hosiery deliveries could not be 
promised for ten to twelve months. Nv 
prices*on Scotch fabrics for curtains 
could be “quoted, so an extra order( was 
left. Golf hose was unobtainable an:l, 
failing to get fiber fabrics at.Coventry, 
a few were ultimately secured a Not 
tingham. .The delegation was amazed 
at the prosperity in Manchester and Bir- 
mingham, - Belfast looms were found 
working on cotton use flax that 
used to come from Russia is not avail- 
able. 

In the orders given by the retail rep- 
resentatives price did not appear to en- 
ter. It 'was found that, whue there has 
been anh enormous increase in the to- 
tal values of goods exported ‘from Great 
Britain to ropean countries, those to 
the United States have appreciated very 
little in value. It would seem that Brit- 

manufacturers and merchants” are 
keener on supplying European markets 
to which transport is quicker and Gov- 
ernment credits assure payment.

NOTTINGHAM LACE TRADE. 


All Lines Are Prosperous, Delivery 
Being Important Matter. 


The demand for laces at Nottingham, 
England, reports Consul Galvin M. 
Hitch, appears to be on the increase and 
the boom which recently set in continucs 
in a satisfactory manner. This increase 
of business is not confined to any one 
section of the lace trade; all lines seem 
to be affected. The better qualities are 
finding an excellent market, particularly 
the finer grade® of filet laces, valen- 
ciennes, and flouncings. Orders are be- 
ing received from all parts of the worid. 
Buyers from the United States, South 
America, and Scandinavia are offering 
fairly high prices, but the question of 
delivery appears to be of more import- 
ance to them than that of price. 

That yarn shortage continues, but sup- 
plies appear to be getting gradually’ 
more plentiful. Curtain and plain net 
manufacturers are well employed, la 
orders being received from the Unit 
States~ and France. The making-up 
trade has many orders in hand, particu- 
larly the firms handling blouses, dress 
shirts, and. n wear. Hosiery man- 
ufacturers, though having many or- 
ders on their oks, are handicapped 
largely by the scarcity and high price 
of raw materials. Many orders are be 
ing received, principally for the better 
qualities of underwear, hose, and yeu 


hose. 
RAW SILK MARKETS. 


Prices Keep Rising at Yokohama 
with Reduced Supplies. 


Prices continue to soar in the Yoko- 
hama raw silk market, where Sinshiu 
No. 1 is now held at 4,050 yen, or $2,025, 
per picul of 133 1-3 pounds, against 3,600 
yen a week ago. The end of the rise is 
said not yet to be in sight. The market 
is active, both for- American and Euro- 
pean -account, and the visible stock is 
estimated at only 8,500 bales.

Hoover, Without a Political Past, With: Palmer and 
McAdoo in Forefront of Discussion 


HETHER the League of Nations dominates 

the election as a campaign issue, the great 
, problem facing the Democrats is to select a 

candidate for President. Mere favorite sons 
are eliminated at the outset. All secondary -consider- 
ations, sometimes decisive in previous contests, are be- 
ing pushed aside in the urgency of an extraordinary 
situation. ~ 

It may even come to pass that the standard-bearer of 
the Democratic Party will be a-man who never voted 
the Democratic ticket and is so unsophisticated politi- 
cally that:in reaching a conclusion on a public. question 
he is no more accustomed to ask himself how many 
votes will be affected thereby than is a great adminis- 
trator in private life in coming to a conclusion on a 
businéss matter. This possibility, it is asserted, is the 
measure of a new realism that, evoked by the -critical 
days ahead, seems threatening to enter polities, de- 
manding that a proposition be considered searchingly 
on its merits. . 

Is it sound? Is it constructive? Is it a mere 
theory? Will it work? These are the questions, in- 
stead of the old. questions: Will this catch the Irish 
vote, or the farmers’ vote, or the labor vote? 

That any one ‘who not only has no “clean party 
record,” but who in fact hes no party record, should by 
influential leaders in the close councils of the party be 
considered: for the Democratic nomination is surely a 
significant sign of the times. 

Republican leaders, complacent over the results fn 
the last two elections, look on and smile at the very 
idea of so revolutionary a political procedure. They 
think smugly of their abundant supply of notable-favo-

aggressive officials at Washington 
against the Germans and as Attorney 
General is now the leading figure in the 
fight against the Reds. The menace he 
sces here he has expressed in these 
words: 

“The ‘Red’ movement does thot mean 
an attitude of protest against alleged de- 
fects in our present political and eco- 
nomic organization of society. It does 
not represent the radicalism of progress. 
It represents a specific doctrine, namely, 
the introduction of dictatorship the world 
over by force and violence.

It advocates the destruction of all own- 
ership in property, the destruction of-all 
religion and belief in God. | It is a move- 
ment organized again=t democracy and in 
favor of the power of the few built by 
force. Bolshevism, syndicalism, the Soviet 
Government, sabotage, &c., are only new 
names for old \theories of violence and 
criminality.” 

Going back into Palmer’s life he looms 
up as a fighter from the start, Quaker 
though "he is. He was born at Moose- 
head, Pa., in 1872, and began practicing 
law at Stroudsburg in 1893. He came 
into prominence by smashing the old bi- 
partisan machine in Pennsylvania. He 
was eleeted to Congress in 1909; he lined 
up with the progiessive element and his 
ability soon won him a place there. At 

“the Democratic National Convention in 
1912 he was floor leader for Wilson and 
ae factor- of importance in winning for 
him the nomination. 

Not until he became Alien Property 
Custodian and, in the carrying out of his 
duty, brought down on his head the bitter 
hatred of Germans and German sympa- 
thizers, did Mr. Palmer win wide atten- 
tion. As Attorney General he is rising 
to be a real national figure, but much 
depends on what he yet accomplishes. 
Three _things stand out especially in his 
career as Attorney General: The fight 
to reduce the high cost of living, the 
settlement of the coal strike and the 
nation-wide drive against the Reds. 

Two of these undertakings are in mid- 
course,-the fights against profitecring 
and revolutionary radicalism; if they are 
brought to a successful conclusion they 
will stamp. the Attorney General in.the 
minds. of the people not only as a. man 
of courage,- but as one who transfuses 
that courage into the rounded de In 
using the injunction against the coal 
strikers he exhibited “his courage and,

politician of prominence at Washington, 
this will weigh distinctly against Mr: 
Palmer when the assets and liabilities / 
of the various Democratic candidates for 
the nomination are finally summed up. 
The potitician put it this way: 

“We can't get along-without the labor 
vote. We do not have to mak> conces- 
sions; all we have to do is show a friend- 
ly attitude.

‘Peace Treaty, and.no doubt would meet 


the Wilson standard that the nominee of 

the Democratic Party be a stanch sup- 

porter of the League of Nations. When 

Palmer’s name first began to be men- 

tioned as the possible nominee, it was 

said that Bryan might raijly to him, as 

they had been co-workers in the fight to. 
make Pennsylvania “ dry,” but now, it is 

considered, that prospect has wholly 

faded. 

That William G. McAdoo is to be a 
candidate will not down. The only cordi* 
tion that will stay action by his support- 
ers, in the opinion of well-placed observ- 
ers at Washington, would be for the 
President himself to run, and, in the 
opinion of some, lingering uncertainty 
on this score delayed the announcement 
of the ex-Secretary of the Treasury. The 
manager of his campaign, an official at 
Washington known for his exceptional 
ability in this work, was ready to resign, 
it is said, when the plans were submerged 
for the present. By others the expla- 
nation given is that Mr. McAdoo is wait- 
ing to see if there is a genuine demand 
for, him, and if there is not he will not 
permit his candidacy for the nomination 
to be announced. 

Many Democrats of influence believe 
that when all the pros and cons are 
looked- over, McAdoo will be found to 
possess the strongest qualifications of 


any person available. Certainly he meas- 


ures up to the standard of a national fig- 
ure. Though the son-in-law of the Pres- 
ident, his individuality and his strength 
stand out clearly. Next to the President, 
until after the armistice and up to his 
resignation in December, 1918, he carried 
the largest burden of. the war, in’ his 
double capacity of Secretary of the 


.Treasyry and Director General of the 


Railrocds. As Secretary of the Treasury 
his achievement is considered by his ad- 
mirers one of the greatest in the history 
of that office. As Director General of 
the Railroads he made them meet the 
supreme necessity of the hour in prompt- 
ly transporting troops and supplies for 
the war. In some other respects there is 
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flying in the face of the old-style office-

not unstinted praise, but his contention 
is that the future will prove the sound- 
ness of his policies and fully justify his 
final recommendation that the control by 
the Government be extended for a deter- 
mination by peacetinie test of what was 
the best policy with regard to the rail- 
roads. On this subject he said: 

“The right attitude is an open mind, 
a willingness to abide by what the test 
shows, whether that be a form of Gov- 
ernment regulation or Federal owner- 
ship.” 

He wanted to avoid Federal ownership, 
but if the problems were not worked 
out on the basis of a study of conditions, 
the result was likely to be ultimate Gov- 
ernment ownership through blundcring 
handling of the situation. 

Remarkable resourcefulness in meeting 
difficulties of nation-wide scope is a Mc- 
Adoo characteristic. A lawyer, with the 
spectacular achievement of having turned 
a notorious failure into complete success 
in the building of the -McAdoo tubes 
under the Hudson River, bankers were 
sharp in their criticism of his appoint- 
ment of Secretary of the Treasury. But 
from the beginning, instead of looking 
on the perennial difficulties as necessary, 
he began to remove them; one ef the 
first was to provide money for moving 
the crops. Then came the Federal Re- 
serve act, which he had a share in shap- 
ing, and it did away with the bankers’ 
worst. trouble, the fear of parics. 

The need of a merchant marine im- 
pressed McAdoo, and he was a leader in 
the movement that resulted in the great 
fleet of today. At the signing of the 
armistice, he was one of the first to 
speak out for a return, as soon as possi- 
ble, to the free play of competition which 
had marked the upbuilding of the United 
States. He has strong ideas for the im- 
proving of the conditions of the average 
man and ,is for “ social justice,” though 
he has not defined it. Of the Democrats 
proposed for the Presidency who are con-

When the question of the politics of 
Herbert Hoover is mentioned among 
Democratic leaders in Washington who 
Ahink that the day may come when they 
will turn to Hoover as the candidate the 
answer is: 

“ Hoover supported the Prexident in his 
appeal for the election of a Democratic 
Congress ‘in 1917, and he has stood 
solidly behind the President on the Peace 
Treaty and the League of Nations. He 
believes firmly in thé necessity of the 
League and is thus more closely allied 
with the’ President than many a Dem-. 
ocrat of long standing.” 

Unique among all persons ever men- 
tioned for the Presidency is Herbert 
Hoover. His larger education has been 
from the world itself, and he looms at a 
time when the problems of every nation 
stretch far out into the world. It is 
said that since his maturity he has only 
voted once, on account of his absence in 
other lands. He was born in West 
Branch, Iowa, in 1874, and was graduate: 
from Stanford University in 1895, as a 
mining engineer. That calling took him 
over the world, after a brief service in 
this country with the Unitéd States Geo- 
logical Survey, first to Australia, next 
to China. He took part in the.defense of 
‘Tientsin during the Boxer troubles of 
1900. Two years later found him with of- 
fices in London as the partner in large 
mining operations. With success he be- 
vame the director in other mining com- 
panies with central offices in Londen. 
conducting operations in various pait: 
of the world. 

Up to that time no one suspected that 
underneath the exterior of a remarkably 
able mining engineer and manager were 
the broad social sympathies which on a 
sudden ca!l could make him leave his 
business behind and turn completely to 
the cause of succoring a nation. Hoover 
became Chairman of the Commission for 
the Relief of Belgium. The rest is a 
story known fo the world and one of the 
inspiring stories of the war—how Hoover 
organized relief for Belgium, his assump- 
tion of the vast task of Federal Food 
Administrator of the United States,- and 
aftér the armistice Food Administrator 
of the Allies. Success marked every 
step @ greater and greater responsibili- 
ties. With his submergence of self in 
what he deemed a supreme service of the 
war, he drew men and means-to him and 
built a great machine that functioned to 
the purpose. Instinctively he maintained 
that the greater response in food saving

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French Orphan Wards of the Men of the A. E. F. 
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-There Were 3,444 of Them Adopted by Military Units or Individuals, and 
Plans Are on Foot to Provide for Their Future

HEN with the entraining of 
W their.last rearguard at the Gare 
du Nord, in Paris, the other day, 
the A. E. F. finally departed from 
Prance, they left behind them their 
legion of dead, many miles of railroad, 
their reputation for a terrible wallop in 
time of battle and a-terrible obstreper- 
ousness in time of repose, and they left, 
too, a seattered family of more than 
3,000 French children, who had known 
the distinetion and the considerable ma- 
terial comfort of serving for a time as 
mascots to these erazy Americans. 

These were the little boys and girls— 
offspring of pojlu fathers that had never 
come back—whe were “ adopted” by the 
different companies, lesser units, and in- 
dividual soldiers of the American Army 
overseas. The movement was started in 
the faraway March of 1918, when the 
newly created Stars and Stripes, the 
A. E. F. newspaper, opened its campaign. 
with a front page story under the head- 
lines: “Take as Your Mascot a French 
War Orphan.” Immediately the stream 
of francs began to pour in, wads of 
francs from every part of France, from 
Pershing’s headquarters at Chaumont, 
from lonesome detachments of woodeut- 
ters lost im the French forests, from 
swarming base hospitals, and from bat- 
talions and companies just getting ready 
to go inte the line. Before long the bu- 
reau of the Red Cross that had been 
designated to administer the fund was 
swamped with work, and the machine- 
gun music of the typewriters could ‘be 
heard long after air raid time, acknowl- 
between the adopting outfit and the 
lucky kid. 

By the time the drive was over there 
were some 3,444 children who worked a 
little harder at school, because the eye of 
the village was on them, and they knew 
their progress would be_reported, to-

“chers parrains.” More than 450,000 
members of the A. E. F. had gone down 
into their O. D. jeans for these children,

Brooklyn, including Flatbush, as well as 
the “ provinces,” turned back to voiceless 
movies.

Why? Because, in the words of the 
lecturers themselves, ta be a lecturer you 
have got to have feeling; to listen to one 
you have got to have feeling, and this the 
people of the east side have, whatever 
they may lack in worldly goods.. Re 
sides, it is only the truly critical who 
understand pure art, and east side audi- 
ences are critical to the last extreme. 

O’Neill, who was one of the Loew 
pioneers, from the beginning looked upon 
lecturing as a matter of artistic import. 
To interpret the minutest blink of an eye- 
lash, whether of villain or hero, was to 
him a matter of no slight consequence. 
Mrs. O’Neill entered “the profession ” 
three years later. 

“He made me realize,” she said, “ that 
if you want to be an artistic lecturer 
you got to pay attention to details. For 
instance, you take scenes where the hero- 
ine sings a séng. Do~fou think I talk 
then? No, Ising. And I sing the kind 
of song the picture calls for. My hus- 
band and I pick out the right kind.” 

There must be something more, how- 
ever, to satisfy the audience peculiar to 
the Ghetto. There area few materialists 
in those wooden backed chairs. -All are not 
idealists. But tley are all stanch defend- 
ers of the theatric illusion. They are 
the ones who stamp their feet and whistle 
derisively when a picture is mysteriously 
decapitated in the flashing. Sometimes 
flecks which resemble a steady downpour 
of rain scurry across the screen when no 


rain is intended, and then an ominous. 


hissing fills the room. They are the 
ones who in Summer devour many ice 
cream cones and in Winter many soapy 
chocolates and fragrant sticks of chew- 
ing gum, peanuts and grapes, spiritually 
oblivious of time and the trials of “ Red” 
plots, treaty debates and society scan- 
dals. They are here to learn the “ Yan- 
kee” language. 

it was Harry Levine, one of the lec- 
turers, who pointed out to me their use- 
fulness as Americanizers. After a brief 
probationary period at the Educational 
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“lecturers” on the Lower East Side—Five of 9Em=-Still Explain Eloquently What 
-Is Happening on the Screen, and Regard Their Work as Art 
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Alliance on East Broadway, the Mecca 
of fine arts on the east side, he had gone 
on the “road” with a répertoire com- 
pany, playing Romeo, and Duncan in 
“ Macbeth.” Later he became a railway 
starter, but the lure of the stage won 
him back and here he is, a lecturer! 

According to Levine, night schodls 
might do well to take a tip from movie 
lecturers on how to teach English pain- 
lessly. 

“A fellow comes in here to see a 
show,” Levine explained. “He’s just 
learhing to read English. In the old 
days, when his pay was~small and his 
day was long, he didn’t have the time. 
Now he has the time and the money, and 
he tries to make it his business to pick 
up the language in every way he can. 
That’s where we lecturers come in. The 
fellow isn’t as quick as he’d like to be. 
Here and there he can pick out a letter, 
‘maybe a whole word, but not a whole 
sentence. We read it for him, and, what’s 


more, we explain it to him. That kind of: 


a fellow comes.again and again, and he 
learns, believe me!” ~ 

It is Levine’s theory that these men 
and women learn-more readily and quick- 
ly because they are at ease in the moving- 
picture theatre. There is no teacher at 
the front demanding to know what they 
have learned in the last thirty minutes. 
And as for the eating, Levine believes it 
takes away the pain of concentration. In 
schools, I remember, masticating..any- 
‘thing from a pencil eraser to an honest- 
to-goodness ‘sa'mon sandwich eased the 
pain of concentration. If only forthe 
sake of childhood memories I incline to 
subscribe to the movie-lecturer theory of 
lingval education. 

The old men and women who are par- 
ents and grandparents to ever-increas- 
ing numbers form the nucleus of the 


lecturers’ pupils. Here they learn Eng- , 


lish words that they dare not ask of the 
younger generation for fear of being 


._ 


laughed at. They are usually very sim- 
ple words, but difficult for the timid 
tongue. This wrinkled group forms the 
neighbor-questioning brigade in those 
motion-picture houses where lecturers 
are not; and many a time its members 
withdraw into a sallow, toothless shell, 
hurt because the neighbor has suddenly 
developed an attack of deafness. To this 
group the lecturer ig a boon, a-ray. of 
sunshine. Now and then the voice com- 
ing through the megaphone drops a Yid- 
dish phrase, and then there are wide 
manifestations of delight. 

Where do the artistic perceptions of 
the audiences come in? Ask Louis Ger- 
del or Ben L. Mopre, the other members 
of “the profession.” Moore told me that 
his audience was harder to please than a 
Metropolitan Opera’ House crowd. His | 
audience at that particular. moment was 
composed of about 200—heat-smothered 
men, women, and children in various 
states of exhaustion, all watching the 
screen with bright-eyed interest. The 
man who peddled pretzels, tired of dodg- 
ing the policeman, sat in a corner of 
the fourth row, his blue shirt loosed at - 
his bosom. Next to him, breathing 
heavily, sat fat Mrs. Rosenkranz, clad in 
a voluminous ruffled gingham skirt and 
wide kimona, blue with purple flowers. 
At the end of another row a little girl 
wearing a pair of new pink striped socks 
hissed impatiently for the soda boy in 
the sloppy, white coat to hurry to her 
side. Her thirst was imperative. Per- 
haps it was not so much her thirst as 
her little brother directing vicious jabs 
at the uncovered part of her legs: Moore 
tried to prove his contention with a remi- 
miscence much -chopped with hoarse 
chuckles. 

One man tried to break into the lec- 
taring business who had not talent, 
personality or wits. He was told frankly 
that he couldn’t “go over,” but, no, he 
had to try. Here is Moore’s version: 

“Well, the audience let him know all 
right, all right. First there was a low 
whistle and then some boys began to 
cough ali at once. It wasn’t long before 
it looked like everybody in the house had 
consumption or something—such a sneez- 
ing and groaning. Still that fella 
*wouldn’t take the hint. Some guys are 
born thick, ya know! The audience, 
they didn’t want to hurt his feelings,-s0 
they just fapped their feet kind of soft 
and regular, but that fella, he went on, 
and the feet got louder and louder. And 


_ finally the manager, he got busy, but 


not before the people began to clap their 
hands in time with their feet. It. was 
the hook for that fella. He wasn't the 
right artistic temperament for this job.” 

In the old days there were Jewish lec- 
turers who told the story of the picture 
in graphic language interspersed -with - 
Yiddish, something on’ this order: 

“From behind, the man—he steps up 
to the lady and grabs her 

“*Ganef! Robber! 
she screams.”* 

When I broached lecturing to Gerdel, 
one.of those who told the tales partly in 
Yiddish, he grew dreamy and his thin, 
wiry figure relaxed as much as the box 
office of his little movie theatre would 
permit. 

“Those were the good old days,” he 
said, “ ubber now, the people won’t even 
listen to you for a half minute. Every- 
body wants English now. Maybewhen the 
greenhorns come to this country again 
I'll go back to.that way of lecturing. Is 
it true not a si ore-can come from 
Europe for five, six, seven years?” 

Gerdel sighed. 

*“ My English ain’t good enough.” 

He sighed again as he pushed two ad- 
mission coupons-through the niche in the 
windéw. Once an artist, always an 
artist! 


Help! Ganef!’ 
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“We Are the Only Idealists Left”: d’Annunzio 


Captor of Fiume Says He Expects to. Die Before He Leaves the City and Denies Italian 
Government Complicity in Coup—Telegram 2 rom Japanese

pte above the hilly istands of the 
Quarnero the afternoon sun was 
shining directly into the recep- 
tion room of the Governor's Palace in 
Fiume. 1 was standing at the window 
enjoying the glorious view over the bay 
and chatting with a couple’ of d@’An- 
nunzio’s aids when the door was thrown 
open and a young officer called me into 
“the commander’s” office. 

It was a very tired little man who rose 
to greet me; he had spent the day tefore 
in debating with his staff the official 
proposals of the Italian Government, 


through General Badoglio, and in formu- | 


lating. his counterproposals. For weeks 
he had been working fifteen or sixteen 
. hours a day, only occasionally coming 
down to luncheon and frequently having 
his dinner also sent up to his work- 
room. Yet he bubbled over with enthu- 
“siasm, and his Italian was the same 
clear, vivid, prismatic language that one 
admires in his books. He at once asked 
me about Rumania, and expressed his 
sympathy with their reluctance to. sign, 
under compulsion, the separate treaty 
about the minorities. 

“We are the only idealists left,” he 
said. “We believe that the man who 
accepts injustice lowers and demeans 
himself. The rest of the world has ac- 
cepted the injustice done them at the 
hands of the great financial and political 
interests at Paris. We here are standing 
out for a principle, and permanently. 1 
myself do not expect to leave here alive. 
Your President, with his Fourteen Points, 
lighted the flame; he has capitulated, 
but we have taken the torch from his 
hands and are holding it aloft. .We are 
striking the white iron on the altar of 
freedom, and the sparks are flying in 
every direction. I get messagés of en- 
couragement from the oppressed all over 
the world—Ireland, Egypt, India. We 
know we have the Italian people with us. 
You have seen our streets full of Alpini. 
A brigade ‘had been sent to help hem us 
in, but I went out and spoke to them, and 
they all came over to help defend this 
Italian city. The other night I was told 
that General X. was about to lead his 
troop®in from Sussak and take posses- 
sion of Fiume. I went right out and 
met him on the bridge over the Fiumara. 
I know him well and always thought 
highly of him, but what do you suppose? 
He saddened me by saying that he had 
issued no orders to enter Fiume. His 
soldiers, who had crowded about us, 
hooted at him and shouted, ‘ You lie! 
Those were our orders.’” 

I said to him that there was strong 
suspicion abroad that he had taken Fiume 
with the connivance of the Italian Gov- 
ernment. “ Far from it!” he replied. “I 
never let Rome know a word of my plans. 
They are much too stupil to be intrusted 
with such‘ secret.” And then he laughed 
heartily. “Just imagine! The Japanese 
have sent me a telegram asking when I 
intend to undertake my trans-Asiatic 
flight. That was only a blind to conceal 
my real purpose, but they can’t. believe 
it yet!” . 

When 1 added that - had heard the 


opinion expressed that. the Italian Gov- 


ernment was playing a double game, de- 
ceiving the Allies and secretly backing 
him, he laughed again. “ They are play- 
ing a double game, all right,” he said, 
“but not with me. They are trying to 
dupe their own people and dupe the 
Allies, but they are too clumsy to suc- 
ceed. They will have to meet the issue— 
recognize the Italian character of Fiume 
or else bow down to the financial pres- 
sure which your American representatives 
are bringing to bear, as they are doing 
with Rumania. Why is it that your great 
republic is so brutally Prussiar in these 
matters? We cannot believe that it rep- 
resents the American people; we have 
excellent memories of your American sol- 
diers here in Fiume itself.” 

He explained to me the details of Gen- 
eral Badoglio’s proposal of Dec. 2, which 
he had rejected, because it abandoned to 
Jugoslavia all the hinterland north of 
Fiume, including the railroad and all the 
islands of the Quarnero—the outer har- 
bor of Fiume, so to speak—as well as 
the delta between: the «Fiumara and the 
Eneo, in the inner harbor. He had been 
greatly pleased with the decision of the 
Town Council of Dec. 5, This Town 
Council, by the way, was elected by uni- 
versal suffrage; all men and women over 
20 years of age who were residents of 
Fiume at the outbreak of the war were 
made voters. I have looked over the vot- 
ing lists posted on the walls, and was 
struck with their apparent impartiality— 
German, Hungarian, Greek, and Croatian 
names cropping up constantly among the 
Italians. There are several women in 
the council itself; one is a cigarette 
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worker, elected by her comrades in the 
tobacco factory. This council was origi- 
nally formed Oct. 30, 1918, asa corollary 
to the declaration of Deputy Ossoinack 
some two weeks before in the Hungarian 
Diet that Fiume would resume her an- 
cient independence. D’Annunzio had felt 
that he ought not to take the responsi- 
bility on himself of rejecting General 
Badoglio’s proposals, so he sent them to 
tke council and offered to resign, leav- 
ing them the decision. By unanimous 
vote they reconfirmed him as Dictator of 
Fiume and instructed him to follow his 
judgment. ‘He said he was much touched, 
for there are many out of work in Fiume, 
and the question of a @ty loan for mu- 
nicipal purpose’ as well as for the cur- 
rency prob!em is pressing. 

Phis confitence in d’Annunzio, not 
merely on the part of the Fiumans, but 
of all the-Italian soldiers and officers 
(several of higher rank than d’Annun- 
zio) who have thrown in their lot with 


his, is the deepest impression I took 


away. His personal charm, his remarka- 
ble magnetism every one knows who has 
come into contact with him. But it is 
much deeper than that. He succeeds in 
impressing all about him with the per- 
fect idealism, the absolute sincerity of 
his present attitude, whatever one may 
think about his past. 

“I have led a sinful life,” he sfys, 
“but that is al¥ over; now I am nothing 
but pure spirit, in service of the ideal.” 

Fiume has been represented to us 
chiefly as a port; it is a surprise to find, 
in talking with members of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, that they think of it 
as primarily an industrial city. 

“When Hungary abolished our free 
port, back in the ‘90s, and refused to 
dguble-track our railroad line,” they say, 
“it was clear that we could not compete 
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with Trieste, with its elaborate piers and 
excel'ent railroad facilities. We prevailed 
on Budapest to giant us low freight 
rates and we tried to develop the port, 
but they only helped us half-heartedly, 
and now there is no Hungary any\ longer 
to subsidize the railroad. Croatia and 
Serbia aye agricultural countries with no 
appreciable exports, and with plenty of 
ports like Sebenico and Ragusa, further 
south, a!ready connected by railroad with 
the interior, Budapest and the other in- 
dustrial centres of Middle Europe will 
export through Trieste or up or down 
the Danube and its canals. Our future 
lies in the development of cur industries.” 

I prevailed on Signor Vittorio Meichs- 
“ner de Meichsenau, the head of the Fiume 
brewery and of the cinematograph estah- 
lishments, to give me a sketch of the 
present business situation there and of 
the improvements’ already made. The 
Aeneral storage warehouses of Fiume, 
he said, which had been under the control 
of a Budapest bank, are now to become 
free to all shippers of whatever nation- 
ality; every importer or exporter, on 
payment of a small charge, will be able 
to store his goods there; the arrang-- 
ment has been accepted in principl- 
already by the leading Hungarian deal- 
ers, whom the Fiume business met hope 
still to keep-in connection with the port. 

The great Whitehead torpedo works, 
much enlarged during the war, are 
being converted into a plant for agricul- 
tural and other machinery and motors; 
the Danubius ship works, which em- 
ployed 4,000 men, have also been en- 
larged; Italian capital has already .be- 
come dominant in the two concerns. The 
big chemical products plant owned by 
the Skcda and the Whitehead interests 
was active during the war and has great 
possibilities. The oil works, previously 
the property of a Hungarian concern, 
the Oleificio Fiumano, were sold to the 
similar Trieste company and now form 
part of a big Italian syndicate. The big 
tannery, which was practically bankrupt 
at the beginning of the war, had an as- 
tonishing recovery—the stock owned by 
Hungarian banks stood at 100 crowns 
and rose as high as 1,700! 

The petroleum refinery was a goci ex- 
ample of the way in which the Ifun- 
garians exploited Fiume as an industrial 
suburb of Budapest. The stock was held 

' by Budapest banks, the Directors met 
there, the managers came out from there 
(Fiumans being employed only in minor 
capacities), and the taxes were paid 
there. The rice mill, also owned by a 
Hungarian bank, used to handle some 
70,000 tons of rice from India and manu- 
factured quantitics of starch and rice 
powder. -The chocolate factory was the 
property of the General Hungarian 
Credit Bank. There is a big paper mill, 
which once made even banknote paper, 
but now turns out little but wrapping 
puper and cigarette paper. There is also 
an important cordage factory. 

Fiume is therefore prepared to become 
an important member of the Italian in- 
dustrial family, and these business men , 
intend to work manfully also for the de- 
velopment of the port, in the hope that 
even against the long haul from-Vienna 
and Budapest they may still succeed -in- 
getting a fair share of the industrial ex- 
portation from Central Europe. But the 
long delay of the Paris conference and 
the Rome Government in accepting their 
minimum stipulations on the politica! 
side is trying to them. They are an al- 
solute unit in demanding political unity 
with Italy as a free port to which all 
nationalities of the hinterland shall have 
equal access. They sent a delegation te 
Budapest recently, which came back with | 
Hungarian “approval of this program. 
They are at a loss to understand our op- 
position.

Yone Noguchi, a Poet of the Flowery Kingdem Who Writes Mostly in English, Tells How Our 
Optimism and Enthusiasm Are Making Younger Men of Oriental Visitors

HEY of Japan who would their 
| youth renew come to America. 
That this is vo, and why it is so, 
Yoné Noguchi, poet of Nippon, 
bears witness. . , 

“So you go to those United States?” 
inquired the friends of the maker of 
verses, when they learned of his intention 
to journey. to the Western sun. “ Ah, 
you go to be made young again.” 

A link between East and West, Noguchi 
sees how the American ideal of life, like 
leaven, is lightening the lump of world 
sadness. He is a pensive poet, but when 
he speaks of his American friends his 
eyes kindle and his features glow. 
Noguchi the poet has many ties in this 
country, because sixteen years ago he 
left these shores after having dwelt for 
three whole years with Joaquin Miller, 
the prophet of the Sierras. He has writ- 
ten about us, going from good prose to 
verse and back again. 4 

“Time,” le said recently, “ means 
nothing to Americans. My old friends 
are younger than they were before. They 
have changed 4ittle in appearance. We 
of Japan are learning to smile more than 
we do, to laugh more, to see life brighter 
ang stronger. That is the Way of the 
West. This country is the land of 
optimism, in the Orient pessimism holds 
sway. Therein lies the secret of New 
World youth.” 

Yone Noguchi lighted a cigarette of 
Virginia and looked thoughtfully from 
the hotel window into the maze of Broad- 
way. 

“ Americans are wont to say,” he re- 
marked, “ that all Japanese look alike to 
them, and it may be that a graver cast 
of countenance is responsible for this. 
For that matter, it might be said that 
all Americans seem the same to sons of 
Nippen. The traveler, however much he 
may be impressed by the leading charac- 
teristics of a people, will sean learn, how- 
ever, to differentiate. 

“There are many reasons which have 
given these national qualities, but chief 
among them is the point of view. The 
' Japanese are a more contemplative race. 
But they are changing. Fifteen years or 
so ago, before we had been brought into 
close intercourse with the outside world, 
we of Japan were worshippers of the 
past. We venerated our ancestors; we 
bowed to tradition. Thinking of those 
who were dead and gone, we became a 
grave and serious race. Jt may be said 
that the American lacks veneration for 
the deeds of his forefathers, but perhaps 
one may better say that he lives in an 
air of healthy optimism, and hence has 
more initiative, more activity, a wider 
view of the land of the future. 

“Germany, no doubt, gave still more 
grimness to the ideals of Japan. Years 
ago Japan was tinged with a strong mili- 
tarism. Her political condition demanded 
that she should risa-in arms against a 
common foe, that she might preserve her 


being and keep her territory. Many of . 


those who were officers of our army had 
been trained in Germany, and the mili- 
tary spirit which was among us had 
made us see only the stern realities of 
life. We afe free of that-spirit now, and 
Japan is not influenced by the desire for 
conquest, but rather by the wish to see 
life and to understand it, and to experi- 
ence it. The Oriental fatalism, too, is 
disappearing, and year by year you may 
see more initiative, more originality, a 


greater desire to make the best of things, ~ 


which is indeed‘a reflex of the civiliza- 
tion of the West. 2 


“And this is greatly marked in the - 


trend toward- youthful ways, which the 
Japanese are now experiencing. more and 


more. It was not so many years ago - 


that a Japanese who had’ reached the 
age of forty was supposed to prepare 
himself for old age, and at the age of 


fifty he felt that he must retire from all 
active business. He could collect por- 


celains, or old wines, or write verse, if 


he could afford it. It was a time for 
him to be very much a philosopher. He 
could cull over the wisdom of the past. 

“And now, how different is our 
spirit. Those who are old in Japan are 
taking leaves from the American book 
of living. Thus we find that, although 
in maturer years one may have his por- 
celains and his orchids and his prints, 
he also may continue in active life. Our 
Elder Statesmen are truly elderly -n 
years these days. Some of them are 
beyond threescore and ten and are well- 
springs of energy. Venerable men who 
years ago might have withdrawn from 
life at such an age are actively engaged 
in vast enterprises. 

“We notice here that men who are 
sixty or seventy or more are at the head 
of great affairs, and although they are 
collectors of pictures and of fine works 
of art, and although they amuse them- 
selves in their leisure, they are none the 
less filled with the force and the fire 
of youth. The reason for the youthful 
quality in Americans is found in mental 
activity. The American’s mind is con- 
stantly filled with new impressions. He 
is always -plunging into action and seek- 
ing new exercise for his powers. And in 
so doing he finds that his natural sense 
of humor is a great help to him. He 
laughs and keeps young. He feeds his 
imagination by making his dreams come 
true.” ;

Carry On Club for Disabled 


HERE is. no particular patriotic 
joy in being a hungry hero. 
There is no particular joy in 
seeing one, either. In the United 
States there are approximately 260,000 
men with-more than 10 per cent. disa- 
bility. The Smith-Sears bill provides 
re-education at Government expense for 
all these men who wish it. But after a 
man leaves the hospital there is a lapse 
of from two to ten months befere his 
application for training results in his 
placement by the Federal Board, Dur- 
ing this period he is allowed a maximum 
of $30 a month for living expenses and 
a minimum under $10. ‘If he takes a 
job to supplement this bounteous com-

“Walt Whitman is regarded by Iiter- 
ary Japan as a very great poet.

His ‘ Leaves'of Grass’ is now 
widely known in my country, and is often 
quoted by students of literature /and by 
the educated classes. Two translations 
of the Whitman poems have red 
within the last few months in the book 
mart of Tokio. The Japanese newspapers 
frequently print extraats from his poeti- 
cal works.” 

Mr. Noguchi was born in Tsushima, in 
the Province of Aichi, in Japan, and early 
showed signs of literary talent. He was 

graduated from Kelo Gijuka University, 
Tokio, where he now has the chair of 
literature. In 1918 he lectured upon 
Japanese poetry at the University of Ox- 
ford in Magdalen College. It was during 
his residence in America that his first 
poems were published in The Lark, which 
was then edited by Gelet Burgess in San 
Francisco. 

The Japanese author has published in 
all twelve books and two dramas, of 
which only two are in the Japanese lan- 
guage. He has in preparation several 
other works. As a Japanese poet who 
writes in the English tongue, his works 
have attracted attention from the liter- 
ary critics both of the United States and 
Great Britain.

Mrs. Phillips has lived in - 
the club on Madison Avenue since last 
April in order to be in the closest pos- 
sib!e touch with every problem that arose 
in maintaining it. 

The club charges those. boys who are 
in regular receipt of their pension $10 a 
week, which includes the best grade of 
food, sleeping quarters, dental and medi- 
cal care, laundry, transportation and a 
generous allowance on clothes ($15 on 
every suit, $3 on shoes, &c.) That leaves 
something to put aside and a little for

Tomsk, Siberian Athens, Under Red Domination

Railway When Revolution Swept the Czar’s Realm

When Tomsk, “the Siberian Athens,” 
fell inte the hands of the Bolsheviki, a 
peculiar interest attached to the event 
because of the character of the city. The 
Red forces captured in the same drive 
half a dozen other towns, and from a 
strategic standpoint accomplished a note- 
werthy victory.

EWN the red gloom of Bolshe- 
wism drifted dewn like a fog 


real heart of old Russia, the city that 
has ever stood as a symbol of Muscovite 
power and splendor. When the armies 
of Lenin and Trotsky invaded Tomsk 
they obtained control ef the real intel- 
lectual and cultural centre of Siberia. 
The remote Siberian town is, of course, 
in no way comparable to the Kremlin 


as of the social and intellectual life of 

European and Asiatic Russia respec- 
tively. 

From the Baltic to the Okhotsk Sea, 
for more than 5,000 miles, stretch unex- 
plored endless forests, cut at huge inter- 
vals by the majestic Siberian rivers 
which rise even in Mongolia and flow in 
navigable courses aggregating 10,000 
miles te the Arctic Ocean. Along the 
southern fringe of this forest belt the 
Trans-Siberian Railway runs, dividing it 
by a thin line of steel from the rolling 
Kirgheiz Steppe lying still further south. 
About one-half the distance across this 
silent land, fifty miles north of the main 
line of the railway, hidden in forests of 
birch and cedar by the Tom River, lies 
Tomsk. Boe: Sng Se ee 
Siberia’s * Athens.” 


In the old days before the Russian 
world had turned topsy-turvy Tomsk 
was very proud of its achievements. 
Omsk and Irkutsk could boast of as 
much or more commerce; Tomsk -in ad- 
dition possessed one of the leading uni- 
versities of Russia, a good. medical 
school, among the best mining schools of 
Europe, an excellent_library, surprisingly 
lavish clubs, theatres, hotels, and an im- 
posing cathedral. Here was the Gov- 
ernor’s “ palace” and executive depart- 
ments of a huge Government. and here 
an important Bishop made his home. If, 
like all Siberian towns, its residences 
were all of wood, its public buildings 
were substantial structures of. stone and 
brick. Among it 200,000 inhabitants were 
a large proportion of the wealth and in- 
telligence of all Siberia. Millionaires 
who were eminent in the development of 
mines, lumber, agriculture, and com- 
merce made their home there because of 


' the excellent schools, and the higher in- 


stitutions brought distinguished profes- 
sors whe lent te the social atmesphere of 
Tomsk an element quite lacking in other 
Siberian cities, while the officials of the 
Czar, autocratic and distrusted, never- 
theless added much color and life to the 
place. Paved main streets, electric lights, 
and an adequate water supply combined 
to make life in its prosperous homes 
very comfortable, and only the war halt- 
ed the contract by an American firm for 
a street car system. 

In Autumn the waterfront along the 
Tom, with the fish, grain, and produce 
markets, was an epitome of the astound- 
ing but yet untouched riches of Siberia. 
The Tom is a smali affluent of the 
mighty Obi that lies across the land inert 
and glittering like a yellow ribbon from 
the frozen tundras of the Arctic to the 
wild frontiers of Mongolia. Taking a 
steamer at Tomsk for three weeks, one 
could voyage upon the Obi and its tribu- 
taries far into European Russia, or, hold- 
ing to the great river itself, might pene- 


trate the wilderness in the Arctic Circle 
by rowboat, beyond the zone of steamers, 
posts, or telegraph, to that, sinister exile 
district called Narym. 

To this hopeless waste Catherine the 
Great was fond of banishing her enemies, 
and she was imitated by each succeeding 
Russian sovereign. Tomsk, until the rev- 
olution, stood as the gateway, and was 
remembered by many of those exiles as 
the last glimpse of a world they would 
ever see again. Tobolsk lies to the west 


of Tomsk, in the same Government, and 
there, as if.to cap the climax of the 
whole diabolical system, Nicholas I1., 
with his Queen and children, was placed 
in exile. That was irony, but scarcely as 
ironical as the fact that the best elements 
of those exiles, who dared so much and 
paid such frightful penalties for true 
freedom, are today crushed by the rabid 
Bolsheviki, and by them persecuted; are 
made to witness now, even in the region 
of their exile, a tyranny more heartiess,

With storehouses bursting with wheat 
that could not be shipped, the people of 
Tomsk camped all night in the streets 
waiting their turn for flour.

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Maeterlinck Thinks Movie an: Epochal Art

TION pictures are America’s 
most original and significant con- 
tribution to art, in the judgment 


of Maurice Maeterlinck. This 
poet, notable for his devotion to spiritual 
beauty, an exponent of mysticism in lit- 
erature, is a profound admirer of the 
cinema. He sees in the moving picture 
a new art form, a medium of expression 
in which America is pre-eminent. 

M. Maeterlinck’s arrival at this con- 
clusion, mereover, is not in deprecation 
of the aesthetic achievements of Ameri- 
cans. Quite the contrary, Since the be- 


ginnings of his own writing Americans, 


have interested him deeply. Emerson 
influenced his essays. William James’s 
researches in spiritualism engrossed his 
most active attention. Edgar Allan Poe 
he esteems one of the world’s important 
poets, a genius whem the Beigian feels 
is perhaps not adequately appreciated on 
this side of the Atlantic, although his 
writings are widely enjoyed in Continen- 
tal Europe. : 

The poet leads a cloistered life on his 
country estate in Belgium. His home is 
not unlike that of a mediaeval monk. 


Yet.he knows moving pictures as does 


the most confirmed film fan. He has an 
intimate screen acquaintance with the 
familiar stars. He has studied the cine- 
mas of the different nations. He speaks 
of the work of various actors with the 
ee Se at ee ee 
ball scores. 

For the man who thirty years ago was 


“hailed by Octave Mirabeau in the Figaro, 


as “ A Belgian Shakespeare” is in man- 
ner as simple as a child. Since the day 


‘when a Paris review announced his fame 
Maeterlinck has won a following unri- 
valed by his contemporaries. At one 
time it was said fifty-nine companies 
were producing his “ Blue Bird” in Rus- 
sia alone. Yet he is easy of approach 
and friendly, He came forward quickly, 
a notable figure in a white flannel loung- 
ing suit, a garment of greater sartorial 
inspiration than pajamas, but not so un- 
imaginative as a sack suit. The white 
loose flannel and the mass of iron gray 
hair recalled the later Mark Twain. Ra- 
tional comfort rather than convention 
determines the poet’s attire. 

“ Americans do not esteem the really 


great art of the movies,” he said. “I - 


find that artists here look down upon 
gard it as raw and inferior. I do not 
think so. I think that the moving pic- 
ture is a great and truly artistic means 
of interpreting life. It expresses the life 
of all the people.

Films have presented America to Europe 
as it could never have otherwise been 
done. Your entire country has been seen 
through the movie theatre. The cities, 
the land, particularly the mountainous 
West, have thus been brought to Europe. 
This is excellent propaganda for Amer- 
ica. It gives a complete idea of the 
country. The moving picture is the only 
art form which can transmit so complete 
a conception. It is obvious thus that in 
this way the cinema surpasses all media 
of

sented, again, America is fortunate in 
being known in Europe through the 
movies.

Nothing can. reduce its 
strength, that quality having been-gained 
by thorough training and a liking for the 
third dimension which will not down 
however decorative a composition is 
made. The “ Old Hunter” is véry deco- 
rative with the man’s enpurpled visage 
surrounded by the useful patterning of 
evergreen branches, his gun thrusting its 
firm diagonal across the design. It is a 
fresh, spontaneous picture that gives the 
kind of pleasure one associates with the 
consciousness of youth, a consciousness 
that does not come, to be sure, unti] youth 
is on the ware. Possibly Mr. Melchers 
will paint it again and put an impudent 
bit of background behind the man’s head 
jin its place, but the Perfect version 
hardly can be so good as this sparkling 
study with its bit of a defect.

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sam. Other painters have done rooms 
with old-fashioned furniture and new- 
fashiorfled windows lketting all the sun- 
light in with a reckless modern disregard 
of fading carpets and hangings. Other 
painters have shown nice women busy— 
no doubt—with their household accounts; 
the day of being busy with love letters 
is over, in art, except when Lester Horn- 
by shows a little Paris bread gir) reading 
one as she treads surefootedly the 
treacherous streets of her town. But no 
one possibly could mistake this Hassam 
for a Dewing ora Tarbell, {[t would be 
much easier to mistake a Vermeer for a 


De Hooch. Apart from the technical dif- . 


ferences in the handling of the pigment, 
which, of course, settle the question be- 
yond the dispute of the most expert, 
there is. this little matter of outdoors. In 
Mr. Hassam’s pictures it always exist:, 
you cannot make your wails thick enough 
to shut it out, you cannot-ignore it. The 

“happiness of being in one‘of his rooms 
is the constant feeling that you can get 
out of it, that the freé ‘world; of sky 
and weather is waiting for you just be- 
yond, however you may seem incar- 
cerated. 

And this outdoorness is made alxo to 
play its part in the beauty of the in- 
doors.

radiance of this especial room, the deli- — 


cately broken symmetry of its furnish- 
ings, the faint embroidery of flower 
color and fruit color among the prevail- 
ing blues, and the sun peering in at the 
windows, rushing in at the door! 

The girl’s head by J. Alden Weir has, 
naturally, a conspicuous place on the 
walls, and here again is the sure knowl- 
edge. that among the -tens of thousands 
of girls’ heads that have issued from 
American studios this one could have 
‘been painted only by Weir. The com- 
bination of sensitiveness, the indefinable 
mark of delicate breeding, and the sim- 
plicity of perfect candor is there ay a 
matter of course, but it ix not this alone 
that makes it indisputably Weir. . On the 
technical side it is like some of his work 
and wholly unlike other; in color it is 
like him, but others have used a not dis- 
similar palette; the design is a jittle 
more complicated than we usually find 
in these portrait heads, the peacock 
feathers and band of carved woed giving 
it an ornamental value with which he 
usually dispensed;~ but across the two 
galleries the grave young face is seen 
eloquent of an art that reveals the shy 
soul of a people, the American people as 
known by the generation to which Weir 
belonged. ~ : 

It would be difficult to find a more 
complete contrast than Frieseke’s picture 
affords. Here also’ is a young woman 
with delicate color about her. The 
painter’s charagteristie flesh tones are 
hers, pearly and exquisite and ever so 
little worn; the blues and pinks ate those 
of tissues, not of flowers, the eyes are 
steady .but not sweet; the painting is 
beautify, but in comparison with Weir’s 
it savors of recipe. The coeking school 
product ‘is ever so much more certain 
than the cake that was made with a 
pinch ‘of this and a dab of that, but 
when the pincher and the dabber was a 
genius something happened that does not 
-happen to order and that made an in- 
comparable article of diet. 

Charles Melville Dewey sénds to the 
exhibition a landscape entit'ed “ Eve- 
ning Light,” in which the poetry of his 
vision frees itself completely from the 
fetters of realism without ceasing scru- 
pulously to interpret the real world. This 
power of: finding poctry in the real is 
curiously misunderstood by a literal gen- 
eration—or. perhaps the trouble is that 
the gencration is not literal enough. It 
stops at the fact that the real can be and 


often is ugly, broken, accidental. petty, 
indeterminate. With further research it 
would find that the real can be and often 
is ,harmonious, sensitive, rhythmic and 
beautiful. It is the same trouble that 
confronts us when human nature is under 
discussion. A man who says unpleasant 
things is accepted as a truthful man, 
even when he is abominably lying, and 
a kind and 
branded as insincere. 

As material for art, ugliness and 
beauty matter very little. Art can use 
all material to advantage. But the 
beauty of a landscape has a quieting and 
strengthening effect upon the human 
mind that an artist of intellect and feel- 
ing must deeply desire to produce with 
his picture. He cannot do it by merely 
copying the more obvious features of his 
subject. He must create it anew with all 
the forces determining its life again at 
work. Mr. Dewey’s landscape would be 
prose, not poetry, if the light of the sky 
were not stronger in even ‘its mild eve- 
ning radiance than any reflected light 
anywhere; or if the color_of the picture 
were not integral, with no possibility of 
changing it in any one spot without in- 
juring the general effect, or if the fore- 
ground trees were not in front of the hills 
and the heavens back of them and over 
them, if the tree trunks were not fully 
rooted in the earth and their branches 
springing from them with organic 
growth, if their foliage had not depth 
and the hill ponderable substance under 
its amethyst veil. Poetry never ix zained 
by denying truth, and only a profound 
thinker can make poetry at all, though 
all the crowd may turn to silly rhyming: 

As an individual example of the artist’s 
work “Evening Light” is completely 
representative of its best qualities, and 
the pattern woven by the tree branches 
is almost exasperating in the subtlety 
of its apparent simpleness. 

Mr. Dewing’s “ Lady in Pink” also is a 
particularly fine example of that artist’s 
style, a style that has nothing to say to 
the present mode, but that is formed from

pledge to do without wheat altogether. 

Relieved from immediate attention to 
the food situation, other social problems 
have absorbed the attention of Hoover; 
the mining engineer remains in the back-— 
ground. He late'y served as a member 
of the President’s Industrial Commission. 
To a social problem he applies the hard 
practicality that is required in the opera- 
tion of a great chain of mines, never lost 
in theory, his “admirers say, always 
measuring accomplishments by results. 
He seés one way out of the overshadow- 
ing problem in this country, that the 
only way to maintain and improve the 
‘standard of living is by increased pro- 
duction; and to attain this the impulses 
which creaate efficiency in both the em- 
ploye and the: employer must equally 
be considered, a true co-ordination of 
effort. 

Can Hoover, the business man, with a 
social sympathy that has extended over 
so large a part of the world in relieving 
distress, work this out? His admirers 
believe he can; they believe that his so- 
cial interest and his business ability rep- 
resent a rare combination to serve this 
country in devising’ a method of co- 
operation which will avert a destructive 
clash between reactionary and radical. 
Heover, his admirers say, is the best- 
posted man in the United States on real 
world conditions; he knows the needs 
and the opportunities; his ideals in in- 
ternationai relations rest on solid, prac- 
tical footing, and all this, it is pointed 
out, greatly strengthen his qualifications 
to serve the country at an epochal time 
in its history. - 

“ Hoover,” said a Democratic admirer 
at Washington, after remarking that 
some of those in the inner councils of the 
party had been considcring his name as 
an ultimate resort, “ has the inspiration- 
al appeal. His name means something 
to every man, woman, and child im the 
United States. Wilson gave us the 
ideals; Hoover, with his practical engi- 
neer’s mind, guided Ly a sympathy and 
understanding of these ideals, will put 
them into effect.” ’ 


In a second group of possibilities for 
the Democratic nomination, more spoken 
of than some of the others, may be men- 
tioned: Governor James M. Cox of Ohio, 
who deplores the treaty delay; Senator 
Atlee Pomerene of the same State, who 
is in favor of compromises in order to 
obtain ratification withhout further de- 
lay; Senator Gilbert M. Hitchcock of 
Nebraska, Democratic :leader in the 
treaty fight, who indorses the letter sent 
by the President to the Jackson Day din- 
ner; Vice President Thomas R. Mar- 
shall, who has stated thaf he is not a 
candidate; James W. Gerard of New 
York, ex-Arhbassador to Germany, who 
is for compromises to procure ratifica- 
tion of the treaty; John W. Davis of 
West Virginia, Ambassador to Great 
Britian, who is highly thought of for his 
constructive ideas. 

Gerard, the only candidate who has 
qua'ified for the North Dakota primary 
and is therfore in line to receive this 
vote, is one of the leading Democrats 
who looks favorably on Hoover as a pos- 
sibility, In a Jackson Day letter to a 
Portland (Ore.}) banquet, he said: 
“There are plenty of good men from 
whem the party ean make its choice, and 
Herbert Hoover is one of them.” 

In the second group of possibilities, 
Governor Cox is probably the next spoken 


of at this time. His‘supporters say the - 


arguments will have a stronger and 
stronger appeal, that he has been three 
+ times elected. Governor of the pivotal. 
State of Ohio, has a constructive record 
in legislation and administration, and is 
a self made, successful business- man. 
He began life as a reporter, and ameng 
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other interests is the publisher of -two 
Ohio newspapers. 

Another advantage claimed for Cox is 
that he would not be an administration 
candidate, as would McAdoo or Paimer. 
Cox is under fifty and a man of great 
energy. Among the achievements of 
his administration are: A Workmen’s 
Compensation act; a Child Labor law; 
a Mother’s Pension system; a Budget 


“system; a Blue Sky law. He has prose 


cuted profiteers, and removed the Mayor 
of Canton for not\enforcing the law 
during the steel strike. He is not a pro- 
hiditionist, hut has not taken part in op- 
position to the “drys,” is strong for wo- 
man’s. suffrage, and, though a church- 
man, enjoys life all the way from golf 
to poker. . 

In the records of other facts which 
stand out are: 

Pomerene is a Senator known for 
courage on public questions and a thor- 
ough study of legislative problems con- 
fronting the Senate. He-has supported 
much labor legislation, but voted against 
the exclusion of labor and farmers from 
the Clayton Anti-Trust act; denounced 
the Plumb Plan and voted for the anti- 
strike provision in the Cummins bill. 
Among the prominent measures his name 
is eonnected with are: Income Tax law, 
Parcel Posts law, Federal Reserve aci, 
Tariff Commission act, and Child Labor 
bill. He is the son of an Ohio physician 
and was born in that State in 1863. 

Gerard’s distinguished achievement 
from a national standpoint is his con- 
duct as Ambassador to Germany in the 
years preceding our entry into the war, 
His firmness in dealing with the Kaiser, 
his promptness inserving American inter- 
ests and American citizens made a ree- 
ord which won wide approval here. He 
was born at Geneseo, N. Y., in 1867, is a 
lawyer and jurist, and served as Asso- 
ciate Justice of the Supfeme Court 
of New York in 1908. His candidacy is 
regarded as making it certain that Mc- 
Adoo will lack the initial strength of a 
solid New York delegation. Some think 
Gerard’s strength will be thrown to an- 
other. 

Davis is looked upon by some as a man 
who might be brought forward in, the 
event of a deadlock. He is held in high 
regard for his ability as a lawyer, his 
breadth and steadiness. He was born at 
Clarksburg, W. Va., in 1873, served in 
Congress as Representative 1911-15,. re- 
signed to become Selicitor General of the 
United States, and as Ambassador at 
London has made a strong impression on 
the-English public. 

Bryan, three times the Democratic can- 
didate, ran in 1896 on a free silver plank, 
and in 1900 on an anti-imperialism issue. 
In 1908 he ran his poorest race. The fact 
that the American people have rejected 
him three times is regarded by leaders as 
an insuperable obstacle to his choice. 
Since he resigned as Secretary of State 
in 1915, because he disagreed with the 
phraseology of a note to Gérmany, he 


~has devoted most of his time to national 


prohibition. 

Byt it must be remembered that the 
curtain has not yet risen on the Demc- 
cratic candidates, though the tjme is 
now past fot it to have done so. It is 
held down by the fact that President 
Wilson has not yet made his expected 
announcement that he will not be a can- 
didate for a third terni. Until he does 
make this announcenient there will al- 
ways remain the possibility .that events 
may force him into the race. The time 


—for action in importart primaries draws 


near. Suppose Bryan, or a Bryan repre- 
sentative, should enter his name. The 
President would be virtually forced to 
declare himself. or else announce that he 
would not run in order ‘that those who 
stand with him enter the lists in oppo- 
sition to Bryan or a Bryati representa- 
tive. The last day for the filing of dec- 
larations for the Ohio primary is Feb, 
27; for Michigan the date is March 1; 
for Indiana and Illinois, March 3. Two 
primaries takes place in March, North 
and South Dekota; seven in April, Hli- 
nois, Michigan,. Nebraska, New Jersey, 
Ohio, Wisconsin and Massachusetts.

HH LITTLE FLOWERS OF ST. 


FRANCIS ”’ continues to be one of - 


the literary treasures of all time, 

and lives on, principally because of 
the spiritual charm and beauty of the 
legends that grew out of the life of St. 
Francis and his brethren. The republica- 
tion of the Fioretti by Messrs. E: B. Dut- 
ton & Co. in a very attractive form as to 
type and ‘illustration constitutes a notable 
contribution to the book world, and to the 
Franciscana on our shelves in particular. 
The present translation is excellent in so 
far as English can be the interpreter of 
the delicate 4nd ‘exquisite Italian, the lan- 
guage of angels and flowers. Burnand’s 
drawings deserve high commendation for 
artistic skill and for the delightful atmos- 
phere they throw around this attractive 
volume. Those, of course, who have seen 
Giotto’s masterpiece in Assisi will be re- 


served in praising a modern artist, no 4 


matter how worthy. 

Urged to express an opinion of the value 
of the Fioretti, if any, to our times, I, at 
first, was disposed to leave the matter to 
an experienced reviewer of books. “I found 
myself, however, irresistibly drawn by the 
very charm of the book itself to seize: the 
opportunity of venturing an interpretation 
of its message for America. 

Ne statement on the part of the pub- 
lisher indicates the motive prompting the 
presentation of this mediaeval work to the 
English-speaking public at this precise 
hour. But a moment's reflection should 
convince one that *‘ The Little Flowers ’”’ 
is the bearer of a timely and sublime mes- 
sage to the mind and heart of man. In- 
deed,. the Fioretti may appear, at first 
sight, an unwelcome intrusion into eco- 
nomic, commercial, industrial and political 
circles grappling with such elementary 
problems as food and shelter, labor and 
capital, buying and selling. Is it not a 
folly to ask men emerging from terrific 
warfare to pause and read the divine 
poetry of a mendicant barefooted saint of 
the thirteenth century? What promise in 
such. literature to lighten the burden of 
misery and sorrow now weighing down 
mankind? Can the modern world, dis- 
tracted with many vexatious problems, be 
served. or benefited by the story of the 
humble, poor friar of Assisi of 700 ycars 
ago?. Let Us see. 

The present social disturbance lies 
deeper than the surface. Latent ever in 
man is the higher power to meet purely 
material difficulties. His soul and his 
genius hold mastery over carnal things. 
The real problem of the-*moment centres 


around the absence of spiritual standards” 


that have been lost or hidden in the mists 
and clouds begotten of maferialism. Spir- 
itual values have long since ceased to be 
quoted, listed or noticed where men usually 
live, think and labor. The souls of men 
are starving and have grown restless as 
the world fails to satisfy the cry of the 
immortal m man. Many are confused 
and bewildered in their estimate of life’s 
ultimate purpose, though th® war has 
brought home to many others that there 
are things in life greater than life itself. 

Material things beget selfishness and in- 
dulgence and move men to a fierce strug- 
gle to attain the riches that make them 
possible. Nor is the purely iritellectual 
world much better. ‘‘ The all dissolving 
power of human reason’ creates a cold, 
unsympathetic, exclusive and cynical 
spirit. The self-seeking materialist and 
the cold, calculating intellectual are not 
inclined to be stirred and set aflame with 
passion for justice, liberty, mercy and 
self-sacrifice. These are virtues born of 
the spirit that lifts‘men to the heroic hat 
divine.

innermost being by violation of essential 
human rights did our nation consecrate all 
we had to the common cause of all man- 
kind. It is the same spiritual sense after 
the war that fills America with abhorrence 
for the radical as well as tyrannical in 
the conduct of human institutions. Amer- 
ica will have none of these extremes. The 
tyrant usurps the rights of the people; 
the radical usurps the rights of God. 

The times of St. Francis were not un- 
like our own in many ways. Then as now 
civilization was strangely stirred. A world 
impulse with broader, deeper and larger 
ambitions gripped the souls of men. Social 
unrest, followed by extraordinary spiritual 
enthusiasm, appeared on ail sides. The 
crusades were playing their marvelous part 
in human history by transforming quiet 
villagers and provincial townsfolk into 
world wanderers and soldier heroes of 
Christian civilization. The exalted ideal- 
ism of the crusades to make the Holy Land 
safe for the Christian pilgrim visiting the 
places hallowed by the Redeemer set the 
world athrobbing with spiritual fervor that 
needed wise guidance by the Church.

own representatives to sit therein. The 
great digest of the English commion law by 
Bracton appeared, the basis of jurispru- 
dence in English-speaking countries ever 
since.

Father's infinite: love for the children of 
men. Francis builds a little hut; rings 
sweet-toned bells to call men to heavenly 
things; preaches to the flowers, birds, and 
fishes; sees in the sun, the moon, and

He does not argue with us, “he tells us; 
and he tells us, so to speak, in words.of 
one syllable, suited to our unformed and 
uninformed minds. His attitude is that of 
@ sage, scattering pearis before ub, éare- 
less whether we stoop to pick them up or 
whether we leave them lying at his feet.

UGHOUT a very considerable 
period, tales of pure fantasy were 
exceedingly rare things, seldom 
written, seldom published, and, if 

both written and published, received with 
a@ very tepid degree of enthusiasm. Lord 
Dunsany has told us of his own long years 
_of discouragement and lack of remgnition ; 
Algernon Blackwood, though warmly 
praised by many critics, had puWlished a 

ber of vol before he won the pop- 
ularity now his. But whether berause of 
the strain and the familiarity with tre most 
brutal type of realism forced upon the 
world at large by the great war or 
through other, less easily defined «auses, 
there seems now to be a tendency per- 
ceptible though still slight, to return to 
the fiction of fantasy. Not only have the 
two authors already mentioned obtained 
large audiences of late, but other novels 
have appeared, some by new writers, oth- 
ers by authors of established reputation, 
which, though different in almost every- 
thing else, are yet alike in this; they tell 
us of imaginary peoples, possessing powers 
strange to everyday mortals and living in 
accordance with a social code of their own. 
The most recent of such tales being this 
new and exquisite idyll of the woodlands 
by Mary Austin, which she-calls ‘* Out- 
land.”’ 

From various indications, one gathers 
that the tealms of those whom Mrs. Austin. 
entitles ‘‘ the Outliers’ and of their op- 
ponents, *‘ the Far-Folk,*’ are somewhere 
within the forests and at no very great 
@istance from the coast of California, but 
they are in truth a part of that country of 
faerie to which belong those other won- 
drous forests of Arden and of Brocéliande. 
From that sense of hidden, secret pres- 
ence which comes to al! imaginative per- 
sons when alone in some distant “glatle or 
thicket, she has created her gay and gal- 
lant ‘* Outliers,’ generous-hearted, sensi- 
tive, loyal and frank, hating deception 
with so intense a loathing that they cannot 
countenance even the most innocent sort of 
evasion. To these ‘* Outliers,”” everyday 
men and women are an alien race, the 
“ House-Folk *’ who must be shunned and 

- evoided, and, if possible, kept far away 
from that hidden trail which begins at 
Broken Tree. However, should one of 
these actually find and follow that trail, 





which to ordinary eyes would appear like. 


one made by deer, the Outliers still pos- 
sess a means of guarding the secret of 
their existence, and their places of abode 
and of council. The invader need but be 
given to drink of the Cup, and the secret 
is safe. Once, however, it chanced that a 
man and a woman of the House-Folk 
found the trail and followed it. Captives 
they became of the Outliers, but because 
one named Evarra was negligent in the 
performance of her duty, they were not 
immediately made to drink of the Cup. 
From which circumstance came this tale, 
wherein the woman, Mona, tells of the ex- 
Periences and adventures of herself and 
Herman, at one time a professor of soci- 
ology, and of-the love story to which Out- 
land gave so much of its own color and 
beauty. 

Mrs. Austin’s fine and flexible style has 
been long known and frequently com- 
mented upon, but never has she given us 
writing of a more translucent charm or 
more nearly approaching perfection in 
phrase and construction. The tale is a 
prose poem, exquisite as one of the delicate 
fronds strewing Deep Fern, rich in color as 
the wonderful rubies and many-tinted opals 
which formed a. portion of the King’s 
_ Treasure, clear and sun-illumined as the

White's novel, ** Lynch Lawyers.’’ Writ- 
ten along thoroughly familiar lines, the 
story is considerably longer and very much 
slower in movement than are the majori- 
ty of such tales. It has a rather compli- 
cated plot, which opens with the smash- 
up of a stage coach and the theft of some 
$50,000 in gold from the express agent, 
who had two consignments of money in 
charge. Of course an innocent men is ac- 
cused, and a lynching party formed, but 
its members are not possessed of any 
great. degree of pertinacity, and are dis- 
couraged without much difficulty. Later 
events prove the theft to have bcen con- 
nected with another robbery, one compli- 
cated by murder, and the whole ‘tangle is 
fimally unraveled and the evildoers brought 
to justice by the hero, a cowpuncher known 
as ‘‘ Red’’ Kane, on account of the color 

of his hair. 

The book contains a great deal of con- 
versation such as this: ‘‘ Oh, you’ve done 
all right,”” Red drawied. ‘* But, Lordy, 
Tom, didn’t I plan it out for yuh so sim- 
ple a two-year-old baby couldn’t ’a’ made 
a mistake? Didn't I? "Course I did. Do I 
hear yuh say ‘ Yes’? I don’t hear yuh say 
yes. Yo’re jealous again, thassal.’’ Of 
course there‘is a heroine, beautiful, an ex- 
pert with a rifle, and educated. For, ac- 
cording to the majority of writers of Wild 
West stories, education is quite innocuous 
when administered to the female of the 
species, though it is nothing less than 
moral poison to the male, and a man who 
does not murder the King’s English may 
reasonably be suspected of committing 
every other crime in the calendar. The 
book contains a fair amount of bloodshed, 
and gunplay enough to satisfy the most 
exacting.

_means they used first to get hold of and 
then to terrorize Antonio Viola Comito, a 
young Italian printer, and up to that time 
an honest man who believed himself en- 
gaged to work for an ordinary and entirely 
respectable establishment, ‘are especially 
illuminating, while the old stone house 
near Highland where the press was pres- 
ently set up is exactly the sort of place a 
fiction writer would choose to present as 
the haunt of a gang of criminals. Scarcely 
less interesting -is the description of the 
way in which the physician, Dr. Salvatore 
Romano, was forced to treat the crimi- 
nals and all their relatives for nothing; 
and finally induced to perjure himself by 
testifying at the trial in a manner satis- 
factory to Morello.. A true detective story 
which serves to increase one’s respect for 
the United States Secret Service is Will- 
iam’J. Flynn’s account of the widespread 
ramifications of ‘‘ The Barrel Mystery.’’

ADVENTURES IN INTERVIEWING... By 
Isaac F. Marcosson, New York: John

HIS is a rarely readable volume. As

Jy more than 300 pages—and it is bright, 


racy, interesting throughout. It is also ex- 
cellently illustrated; the photographs with 
which its pages are generously adorned are 
exceedingly well reproduced, and the vol- 
ume takes on value, therefore, as a popu- 
lar portrait gallery. 

Mr. Marcosson, who is perhaps the best 
known of recent years for his books on 
**The Business of War’’ and ‘8 O.8, 
America’s Miracle in France,"’ was a 
** full-fledged reporter’ at 18, and is an 
interviewer of many years’ standing. In 
this book he goes back over those years, 
picking out the famous and interesting 
folk whom he has studied at close range, 
and presenting them to us with quotation, 
story, brief character sketch. He begins 
with Henry Watterson, under whom he 
worked and who was his good friend years 
ago in Louisville. He ends, in point of 
time, with the great men of the war. And 
he gives us etatesmen, soldiers, writers, 
actors, financiers and other famous folk 
besides. There is scarcely a man or woman 
mentioned in ‘* Adventures in Interview- 
ing ’’ whose name is not for some reason— 


~ or at some time has not been—a household 


word. Many of Mr. Marcosson’s ‘‘ sub- 
jects ’’ are British, but_they are Britishers 
-—for example, Mr. Lloyd George and Sir 
James Barrie—who are thoroughly well 
known here.

Mr. Marcosson gives a chapter apiece to, 


three famous editors with whom he has 
worked—Henry Watterson; Walter Hines 
Page, and George Horace Lorimer. One of 
the most interesting sections of his big 
volume is that devoted to famous Hterary 
Personalities of the present and the imme- 
diate past—in the United States, Mark 
Twain, James Lane Alien, Frank Norris, 
David Graham Phillips, and Upton Sinclair 
prominent among them; in Engiand, Sir 
James Barrie, H. G. Wells, Arnold Bennett, 
Israel Zangwill, John Galéworthy, John 
Buchan, Hugh Walpole, and others. The 
final chapter deals readably with “ Pldys 
and Players."’ 

Throughout Mr. Marcosson’s book is a 
vast amount of interesting information 
about newspaper and magazine reporting, 
and, especially, interviewing. In such a 
record as this—as, indeed, in many inter- 
views—the writer is in danger of falling 
into the tiresomeness of being too personal, 
or the stiffness of not being personal 
enough. Mr. Marcosson errs: slightly per- 
haps in the frequency with which he has 
recourse to the first personal pronoun; but 
in that same personal quality of his ac- 
count he offers valuable hints on successful 
interviewing. He strésses the prime im- 
portance of character—the interviewer's 
trustworthiness and discretion—and empha- 
sizes also the necessity for detailed knowl- 
edge about the man to be interviewed, 
and the things he is interested in. In the 
stories of some of his own achievements 
in ‘landing’ difficult appointments ané 
talks he shows the place of perseverance, 
decision, and resource. 

On the other hand, ‘‘ Adventures in In- 
terviewing '* is, In more ways than one, a 
carelessly written book, so carelessly writ- 
ten as to give is moments of sheer irrita- 
tion. Mr. Marcossoh gives the impression 
of hastily snatching at words, figures, anal- 
ogies without bothering always to see if 
they are exact, if they are well chosen, or 
even if the metaphors are unmixed. Nor 
will all his readers agree with his literary 
Judgments. 

But “‘ Adventures in Interviewing "’ does 
not lay’ claim to being criticism or Btera- 
ture. It is a terse, brisk, vivid set of pict- 
ures of well-known men.

ORD DUNSANY once said, very 
sagely, that all poets are incom- 
perable, that only makers of verses 
resemble one another. Nevertheless, 

when two poets have certain tastes and 
interests in common and give us poetry of 
the same type, it is interesting to set their 
work side by side and to study the differ- 
entiating individuality in each of them. 
Such a comparison of the incomparable is 
quite possible! .To read ‘* The Compiete 
Poems of Francis Ledwidge*’ and “* The 
Cobbler in Willow Street’’ by George 
O'Neil is to discover certain striking gener- 
ic resemblances and many subtle specific 
dissimilarities that are the result of incom- 
parable personal qualities. 

Both of these young poets have come be- 
fore the world well introduced. Francis 
Ledwidge, as we all know,. was brought 
forward several years ago by Lord Dun- 
sany, to whom, perhaps, he owes it that 
he still lives, as a poet, though he has 
died nobly as a man. George O'Neil has, 
as sponsors, John Livingston Lowes and 
Zoé Akins, who has written a charming 
introduction for his work. Both of these 
young poets have sung of nature and of 
the ancient, untiring beautiful things for 


ugly evidences. of modernity are not to be 
found in either of these books. Not a 
single pliuintive lay of the garbage can! 
Not one carol of the coal chute, alas! 
Moreover, both have sung with a spon- 
taneity quite unconscious of editors and 
critics, and with melodies of the kind called 
old-fashioned. Both of them have given 
us songs of youth in love with loveliness. 

Francis Ledwidge, the peasant, the lover 
of the blackbird, is the more mature artist. 
He knew the simplicities and austerities of 
wild life imsfields and woods so well that 
he could berrow from them a little stern- 
ness to go with the sweetness of his song. 
His poetry hints—almost asserts—that he 
grew up out of doors and that for him a 
house was only a negligible incident, a 
shelter somewhat less lovable than a tree. 
How otherwise could he learn such imag- 
inative accuracy? How otherwise could 
he tell us such new and true, and yet 
strangely familiar, things about ‘‘ the wet- 
lipped wind that stirs the hedge,’’ the 
“‘ wide air of moody noon,’’ ‘‘ the bee- 
sucked bough of woodbine,’’ ‘* the spider- 
peopled wells,’’ the “‘.purple breakers of 
the windy clover,’’ and most of all about 
the blackbird, who ‘‘ sang bouquets of 
small tunes ’’? 

Readers familiar with his work will find 
all of the favorites in this votume— 
** June,"* “‘To My Best Friend," ** De- 
sire in Spring,’’ and others. They will 
find also his poems written during the 
great war. It is interesting to note that 
he did not write much of battle and all 
that went with it, but made his songs out 
of memories or out of new glimpses of 
beauty. Such a poem is ‘‘ The Home- 
coming of the Sheep "’

Cropping with a hurried will. 


His ‘* Soliloquy,’’ although it is not one 
of his finest achievements, is touched with 
a keen pathos that merits quotation: ‘ 

It is too late now to retrieve 

A fallen dream, too late to grieve 

A name unmade, but not too late 

‘To thank the gods for what is great; 

sword, a soldier's heart, 

Is greater than a poet's art. 

And greater than a poet’s fame 
A little grave that has no name. 


Just as Francis Ledwidge knew and 
loved fields and woods, George O'Neil - 
knows and loves gardens. It is casy to 
imagine that he has grown up in a great 
house surrounded by broad lawns and rose 
trellises and big trees; for he is familiar 
with magnolia and dogwood and the 
** tiny forests of the grass.’’ He can talk 
intimately of garden pools and statues seen 
by moonlight, of peacocks—and robins. Be 
it said in his honor that. he likes robins 
the better.

Not ail of the poems in this volume merit 
the praise which some of them assuredly 
deserve. The title poem, although it has a 
certain quiet charm, is reminiscent of the 
sort of thing that English poets have done 
frequently and somewhat better. Other 
lyrics are too lavish in their imagery and 
therefore somewhat obscure; they lack 
definition. Occasionally one comes upon 
tired phraseology which should be allowed 
to rest a iong time before it is called upon 
to do duty again in poetry. ‘“‘ The rose is 
paling, some of its glory dead” is an ex- 
ample. ‘* For the Woods Destroyed "’ is, 
in spite of its worthy meaning, probably 
the poorest poem in the book, ome of those 
very literary poems written only by the 
young. But when all this has been said 
there is a great deal for which we should 
be grateful, much fine sensuous imagining 
and much gracious melody.

A PRIVATE IN THE GUARDS. - By 8 fe

HE prologue of the great war is 
still the secret of the Fates. But 
the epilogue—we are the epilogue. 
We have not yet quite lifted the 

nightmare from our eyes. The millions in 
the trenches are still rubbing the blood out 
of their eyes and the mighty roar has not 
gone from the ears. Those who were not 
**over thefe’’ are still suffering from 





emotional shell shock and psychic~deaf-. 


Ress. 

Our curiosity, however, about it all. is 
still tremendously alive, We remember a 
trip we made to Bellevie Hospital a few 
years ago. A war editor friend was ‘very 
low, with pneumonia. The doctor whis- 
pered that the patient ‘‘ would not go 
through the night.” When we arrived our 
friend was ‘‘ dying’; a glint of recogni- 
tion in his eye. The nurse stepped aside 
as we leaned down to. smooth ‘his hand, 
and we heard this Whisper from those’ blue 
lips, ‘Have the Huns reached Verdun 
yet?’ Death could not claim that 
spirit; he was at Versailles when the Hun 
surrendered officially. 

It Is in such-a spirit that Stephen Gra-- 
ham has written ‘‘ A. Private in~ the 
Guards.’’ There is always ‘‘ just one 
more war book ’’ we are going to read be- 
fore we relegate the whole thing to our 
mnemonic archives. Mr. Graham has cer- 
tainly written that ‘‘ one book.’’ It is an 
epilogue fromthe trenches. It is like the 
light that has just reached us from a star 
that has gone elsewhere. 

The author is a man who, although in 
the fray himself, stands above the horror 
of it and reports souls. He is a thinker, 
a psychologist, a humanist, a humorist, 
and through his spol and ken 
word reveals to us that most admirable 
and puzzling soul of the Briton. It is a 
man’s book, as England is, how, 
@ man’s country. Democratic, unsenti- 
mental, brave, the obsession of the ‘‘ job 
that must be done at any cost ’’ and the 
belief mortised in the granite of his will 
that he’s going to do it—that is the rev- 
elation of: the Englishman that one gets 
from these fascinating pages; and to the 
American and the Frenchman™he takes 
off his cap and hurls it wildly. in the air. 
The Allies conquered more than Germany; 
they conquered their mutual prejudices. 

‘* A Private in the Guard "’ is a scenario 
of pathos, humor, tragedy, and soul-re- 
vealing. Mr. Graham finds that, although 
the glamour of war is gone, the glamour 
that is the human soul’s is undimmed. The 
glamour was the ideal. In the ch.pter 
** Soldier and Civilian ’’ he says: ‘‘ You 
are nothing and mean nothing, you are no 
more than dirt; only the army is great; 
only the army has worth.’’ This is the 
fron discipline of collective purpose. Men 
must be turned into machines, but this 
machine has a soul, souls—blaspheming, 
Praying, laughing, careless souls—that 
break through the iron and the steel in 
the most seasoned troops. 

That the elements of human nature 
mever go under, no matter how perfect the 
esprit de corps, Mr. Graham illustrates in 
@ paragraph wherein he says that 


my impression was that in the war the 

war chaplain’s work had failed of its 

object. They could not preach the 

Sermon on the Mount, because they 

thought loving your enemies contrary 

to the spirit of war. They could not 
inveigh against lust, because the med- 
ical officer was of the opinion that 
nature’s needs must be satisfied. They 
could not attack bad language, because - 
it was accepted as manly. They geome

the men’s relaxation, and a good drink-

Has any one done a bolder bit of psychol- 
ogy than that? It is the natural man in 
@ paragraph. It was Napoleon who said

They were suggestive of a new way of do- 
ing things in the theatre, even if they did 
not always seem to be consonant with the 
spirit of the plays for which they were in- 
tended. And it must needs be noted that 
very rarely, indeed, has Mr. Gordon Craig 
Been intrusted with the complete produc- 
tion of a play and charged with the total 
responsibility for all the artistic elements 
which go to theatrical representation—the 
scenery and the lighting, the costumes 
and the properties. His designs have only 
infrequently been executed by himself; but 
they -have none the less pointed out the 
— of progress to other artists, perhaps 
less original but certainly more practical.

which may seem to be essential. The doc- 
tor makes his own position clear in many 
Places in the course of this conservative 
and scholarly work, but never more con- 
vincingly and concisely than in this para- 
graph in the concluding chapter: 


Personally I regard the fact of sur- 
vival after death as ee 
proved. I agree that this opinion is not 

held in scientific quarters. But this 
is neither our fault nor that of the 
facts. Evolution was not believed until 
long after it was proved. The fault lay 
with those who were too ignorant or 
too stubborn to accept the facts. His- 
tory shows that every intelligent man 
whe has gone into this investigation, if 
he gave it adequate examination at all, 
has come out believing in spirits; this 
circumstance places the burden of proof 
on the shoulders of the skeptic. 


Hereward Carrington, in his new book 
** Modern ical Phenomena,’’ how- 
ever, relieves the shoulders of the skeptic 
of part of the burden, for he gives the 
outcome of much research on his part 
which is as near ‘‘ proof ’’ of the existence 
and activity in this world of spirits as we 
seem likely to get at this stage of scientific 
devclopment. Among his most striking ex- 
periments are those of psychic photog- . 
raphy. He has actually obtained photo- 
graphic portraits of phantoms, he says, 
and, to prove his assertion, reproduces a 
number of them. Generally they are 
shadowy likenesses of dimly seen person- 
ages, as much like the traditional “* ghost "’

The influence of Long- 
fellow’s poems upon his nature is com- 
‘mented on, and among the illustrations are 
facsimiles of letters Longfellow wrote to 
Riley complimenting him on poetry the 
young man had written and submitted to 
the Sage of Craigie. 

James Whitcomb Riley’s father was a 
lawyer, and he wished his son to follow in 
his professional footsteps. But it would 
not do. The son tried to read Blackstone 
and the other authorities a knowledge of 
whose writings might have qualified him 
for a legal career. He soon dropped them, 
and wrote more verses. Then he became 
associate editor of an Indiana country 
newspaper, The Democrat of Greenfield, 
which was more or less congenial employ- 
ment. It was while on this paper that he 
conceived the hoax of a poem supposed to 
have been written by Edgar Allan Poe, 
which he called ‘‘ Leonainie,’’ “ hitherto 
unpublished poem of the lamented Edgar 
Allan Poe, written on the-fly-leaf of an old 
book now in possession of a gentleman of 
this city."’ Thus it was announced in the 
Kokomo paper, the editor of which assisted

Work 
in the woods of Oregon is as seasonal, 
as remote from cities as it.is in Wash- 
ington. In both States the labor is 
performed for the most part by young 
men without families or responsibili- 
ties. “In both groups. there-is.a big 
foreign element. Wages are the same. 
Working and living conditions are 
neither better nor worse ‘in one State 


haa been such a breeding ground and 
developing place for radicalism as 
Washington, either in her cities, her 
shipyards, or her forests. 

Seattle, Wash., has actually - had. 
that often threatened but almost never 
realized demonstration known.-as the 
general strike. No such thing has 
ever been contemplated by the labor- 
ers in Portland, Ore. As a matter of 
tact, many well-to-do people ‘of Seat- 
tie? moved by groundless fear of what 
the general strike might lead to, moved 


away from trouble. Washington had 
her Centralia outrage, but nothing ap- 
proaching that has ever been thréat- 
ened in Oregon. 
A Flexible Conservatism. 

Perhaps it is because the conserva- 
tism of Oregon is of a sufficiently 
flexible and progressive quality to 
make it acceptable to the majority of 
her citizens, both employers and em- 
“ployes; at least acceptable as a basis 
from which they may go on to some- 
thing different without .violence or 
thought of. violence. But the. Wash- 
ington brand of conservatism does not 
seem to be taken in the same spirit 
except by the comparatively small 


group who are convinced that it is 
their only safeguard. In other words

Her first white 
settlers were not gold’ hunters or ter- 
ritory seekers, but New England mis- 
sionaries, mostly Methodists, who 
came out around, 1880 for the sole pur- 
pose of converting Indians. They 
came from Massachusetts arid Maine} 
and one of the legénds is that they } 
tossed a coin to see if their missionary 
settlement on the Pacific Coast should 
be called Portland or Boston. During 
the thirties and forties. many more 
New Englanders came to Oregon, and 
the settlement which had started 
merely as a religious enterprise began 
to have a: prospective ‘political. signifi- 
cance with reference to the future de- 
termination of ownership of the terri- 
tory between the United States’ and 
Great Britain. The Hudson Bay Com- 
pany at least saw such significance in 
the matter and attempted to offset the 
growing strength anu importance of 
the séttlers from New England by in- 
ducing French Canadians to emigrate 
to Oregon and sent many priests with 
-them.. So for a long time, between the 
Methodists and the Catholics,’ this Pa- 
cific Coast community had a strong 
réligious character, which, no doubt, 
made for the conservatism that still 
shows itself among all classes of the 
people, not excepting the wage work- 
ers. / . 

_ Sudden Growth of Washington.

Radical Versus .Conservative Labor. 


The fight for the conservative or the 
radical guidance of labor in Washing- 
ton is between such fhen as Short and 
Duncan. @he factors ‘that are making 
for the success of Short are the horri- 
fied awakening of thousands of decent 
‘workmen because of 
murders, the gradually lessening ac- 
tivity and numerical strength’ of the 
lL Ww. W., general | satisfaction with 
conditions. and ‘wages, and a sort of 
revival in loyalty to Gompers.

Waterhouse told me that the pur- 
pose of the organization-was to make 
Seattle an Open shop town in all of its 
industries and to promote the welfare 
of ébor as well as that of capital. He 
said that he had refused to have it 
called an employers’ association be- 
cause it was for the benefit of .em- 
ployes as well. He denied the charge 
made by Short and others that the 
purpose of the organization was to 
fight trade unions,'and declared that 
no member employer was expected to 
nonunionize his industry unless he 
wanted to. But;when I asked him if 
the shipyards were in the organiza- 
tion, he made‘this apparently incon- 
sistent reply: “ No, we have not asked 
them to come in yet because it would 
embarrass them, for they still have 
contracts with the unions.’’ 

When asked how membership could 
embarrass! the shipyards if members 
were not expected to “nonunionize 
their shops unless they wanted to, 
Waterhouse said: ‘* Well, perhaps 
some of the shipyards are in the or- 
ganjzation.

Hartwig Giges His Reasons. 
I asked Hartwig how he happened 
to select a man who had been on the 
unfair list of his labor organization.

I had to do a good many errands 
about the State for the War Depart- 
ment. I saw a good deal of Wood- 
ward, who was doing similar work, 
,and learned to admire and trust him. 
Also to understand some things better 
than before, and he arcured me that 
he thought. differently: about a good 
many things. So when I was called 
upon to help select the public's repre- 
sentative on the Conciliation Board I 
thought that. this.employer who had 
been on our unfair list was about the 
fairest man we could get.’’ 

How’s that for a hopeful sign out of 
a State that lumbers for its living? 

There seems to be no labor man in 
Portland who corresponds to .Duncan 
of Seattle. 

But there is one: conflict on in Ore- 
gon between two big labor groups.

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L CLARA DORIA’S REMINISCENCES 


By RICHARD ALDRICH. 











. CLARA KATHLEDN 
ROGHERS, known now as a 
citizen of Boston and as a 
writer on the fundamentals of 
: vocal art, and. to an earlier 
~ generation as Clara Doria, an admired 
singer in opera and in songs, has 
written her reminiscences: ‘‘ Memories 
’ of a Musical Career” (Boston, Little, 

Brown & Co.) Her early surroundings 
Weré musical, and her career has had 
‘enough of prominence and of signifi- 
@ant contact with musielans- of distinc- 
- @ion to give her book a real importance. 

She was the daughter of John Barnett, 
@ prominent English musician of his 
@ay, the author, among others, of one’ 
English opera, ‘‘ The Mountain Sylph.”’ 
that preceded the productions in the 
game line of Balfe and Wallace. ‘Meyer- 
beer was also a relative of her father. 
She does not explain how, but, as a 
matter of fact, her grandfather was @ 
German ‘named Bernard Beer, who 
changed his name to Barnett when he 
eecttléd in England, and as Beer he was 
related to that Jakob Liebmann Beer 
who afterward changed his name, too, 
to Giacomo Meyerbeer. Her maternal 
grandfather was Robert Lindley, 4 
famous English ‘cellist. So Clara 
Barnett had reason enough to expect 
to become somebody musically. 

She gives an amiable story of her 
Uttle-girlhood not all the incidents of 
which may seem strictly worth record- 
ing. Among her childhood acquaintances 





was a youthful genius, John Sebastian 
Bach Mills, many years later known 


"and highly respected in New York as. 
He could play” 


8. B. Mills, pianist. 
Bach’s forty-eight preludes and fugues 
from memory, the thought of which 
_hharrowed the youthful Barnetts, who 
were later to meet him again in Leipsic. 
One of their youthful enthusiasms was 
for Giulio Regondi, a great guitar vir- 
tuoso,;" who had turned his attention to 
the concertina and played it in public, 
erousing a short-lived ‘‘cult’ for the 
instrument, to which the Barnetts also 
guccumbed. 

The time came when Clara and her 
sister Rosie-and the brother, Julius were 
gent to the Liepsic Conservatory. The 
two girls studied the piano first with 
Plaidy; they were admitted to Richter’s 
harmony classes, the highest promotion 
conceded to female students in those 
days. Their brother was taught the in- 
struments by Hermann Levi, at 25 cents 
a lesson. The Barnett household soon 
became a centre for the talented stu- 
dents of the Conservatory. Among them 
were Carl Rosa, Franklin Taylor, the 
Mills boy above mentioned, Arthur Sulli- 
van, Walter Bache, Ernst Rudorff, and 
their cousin, whom they regarded as 
“ stuck up,”’ John Francis Barnett. All 
these made names for themselves in the 
years to come. 

The account of the student life in the 
conservatory of those days—1857 to 1860 
—is entertaining; but there are numer- 
ous strange errors in the spelling of 
German names, which, we suppose, 
should still adhere to correctness. 
Moscheles was the chief piano teacher, 
to whom pupils were sent after a dose 
-of finger exercises from Plaidy. One of 
his queer mannerisms was to ‘‘ pounce 
on a finger improperly placed and trap 
it in his hand as if he had caught a 
fly "’; another was to remove any ring 
that he caught on a pupil's finger, .to 
the accompaniment of an impressive lec- 
ture. The not unnatural result was that 
the frivolous-minded used to borrow all 
the rings, they could collect to wear in 
. the lessons: and to laugh in their sleeves 
at the professor’s struggles to peel the 
Tings from loaded fingers. 

Beethoven's sonatas always appealed 
to him; but what appealed to him most 
were the works of Ignaz Moscheles. 
‘Whenever he saw a pupil in his class 
with a piece of his own, he always 
called ‘for its performance, 
and Chopin he disapproved of, and the 
moderns generally. He advised pupils 
to confine themselves to the classics— 
and Moscheles. Mrs. Rogers remem- 
bers his playing of Bach’s fugues as 
“vocal” and far from the dry, 
mechanical stylé in which they are too 
often heard; and she recalls his playing 
of Mozart as ‘instilling a fire and 
color which seems to have died out since 
the time when such music voiced the 
feelings and emotions of the day.” 

This study in the conservatory was 
only a preliminary to study for opera; 
and when they had finished with-it the 
Barnett girls were sent to Berlin to 
Frau Zimmermann. An acquaintance 
with von Bilow was one of the first 
fruits of their Berlin experience, and 
Clara became his pupil at the piano. 
He condemned the Leipsic training as 
“cut and dried’? and quoted a ‘“‘ very 
famous violin player ’’ whom Mra. Rog- 
‘ers calls ‘' Rhodes,” but who was

The Noon Hour Cail. 


At noon the nurses again assemble at 
their headquarters for lunch in the quiet 
and beautiful room provided for that 
purpose and there they receive any ad- 
Sitionsl orders for their afternoon’s 

are, It is at this hour and early in 
thé’ morning, the superintendent says, 
that the little children are most apf to 
arrive with their well memorized mes- 
Sage or to present crumpled up bits 
of notes sent by their anxious parents. 
One little mite’ of a girl arrived not 
many days ago and, taking breath as 
if before the recitation of some long 
cherished piece, she solemnly announced 
toethe assembled nursing staff: ‘‘ My 
mother has given birth to an infant.” 

This little story illustrates the impor- 
tant position which the nursing centre 
has come to hold in the minds of the 
people Who make up its clientelé. The 
families lean on. the care and attention 
of those nurses more than they do on

know that thereby. they are saved.much | 


suffering and misery and dollars upon 
dollars of needless expense. Sickness 
is a’ dread and fearful thing in any 
household, but it. loses much of its blind 
terror when a known means of relief 
afid escape lies accessible around the 
corner. Facing a hospital with all of 
its attendant formality is much harder 
than the appeal to the rescuing arms 
of a trained,nurse who will, at least, 
help to solye the immediate and oppress- 
ing difficulty. Golden hands, the’ resi- 
dents of the foreign districts call them. 

Health education is the biggest part 


f#| of the work that the nursing service is 


attempting to do. .They are working to 
eliminate the necessity for their own 
services by teaching the people whom 
they visit daily all the little preventive 
measures which serve in the long run 
to keep disease out of the home. For 
the ideal is always a city with no dis- 
ease and no necessity for nursing serv- 
ices, “It looks like a far-off goal, but 
the progress made from year to year 
encourages optimism. 

For instance,, a nurse is summoned 
for the first tinie to the house of a work- 
ingman 4nd his large family. She finds 
the place. all of: a clutter, the inside 
rooms used for sleeping purposes and 
the outside one reserved for Sunday and 
holiday purposes only, its lace curtains 
and. lambrequins carefully preserved 
from light and air by the aid of tightly 
closed windows and closed blinds. The 
small daughter, a victim of pneumonia, 
is shut ‘up in one of the most hermeti- 
cally: sealed of the inside rooms. The 
nurse, tactfully: but firmly suggests that 
the front parlor be turned into a bed- 
room for the benefit of the very sick 
child. She is met by gasps of astonish- 
ment and despair. How can they givé up 
this cherished place of ceremony. But 
then the child may die. That contingency 
must be faced and every effort must be 
made to save her even if the suggestion 
of the expert in nursing sounds tg their 
untrained ears like sheer insanity. 
They. consent only { cause of the enar- 
mity of the emergency. But gradually 
afterward, as they see their child re- 
turn to health day by day, the nurse 
carries on the follow-up system of 
teaching them that outside rooms should 
asa rule be used for sleeping purposes. 
Their astonished intelligences are con- 
fronted with the news that the best 
families do this thing—that state parlors 
are a thing of thé past, and that im- 
proved sleeping conditions will automat- 
ically decrease the chances of pneu- 
monia among the members of the fam- 
dly.- With, the recent experience fresh 
in their minds they are led into an ac- 
ceptance of the heresy. 

So it is’ with other habits of their 
lives. Who has a better opportunity 
than the nurse, "who meets them so 
closely and on such extraordinarily in- 
timate terms, .to bring home the. fact 
that some of their ways are very ,bad 
for them? She, by reason of her knowl- 


-| edge and her long experience, speaks to 


them \in the language that they par- 
ticularly can understand. - 

Slowly she manages to make them see 
that it is not best for the children to be 
allowed to-help themselves to their own 
meals from the. kettle standing on. the 
stove. This is a brand new idea and 
does not sink in over night. It must 
be harped upon—which nobody can do 
better than the nurse who is permitted 
to enter the house at any hour “in the 
middle of any family doings. She meets 
the little children on thetr way to school 
eating the dry roll that is their morning 
meal, and she can, kindly but systemat- 
ically, suggest that perhaps Johnny 
would have a better disposition if he had 
a’ more substantial breakfast to begin 
the day with. 

And so on through all of the activities 
of a household of children—their food, 
their baths, their sleeping and general 
living conditions. ‘‘Of course,’’ the 





nurses explain, ‘‘ when there is no bath-

tub-in sight, and when we have tb teach 
them how to improvise one, then we 
are not so idiotic as to suggest that. they 
bathe the children every single day,, but 
we do try to make them see that twice 
a week for this little operation is abso- 
lutely a grim necessity.’’ — 

The effect on the father of one of these 
reorganized households, they report, is 
‘not soon. to be forgotten. Picture a poor, 
helpless man leaving in the morning his 
home in a turmoil of sickness and de- 
spair. He returns at night stecled to 
meet the same woeful sight, and to do 
what he can, as he has many times be- 
fore under similar circumstances, to 
help relieve the tension.

It-must be a heaven- 
sent messenger come to deliver him from 
evil. He is the slave of that nursing 
centre for life,. and prepared to have 
his family follow their last instruction, 
to the letter, no matter how preposter- 
ous it may sound to begin with. 

: Care of Babies. 


|The néw babies are the ones who bene- 
fit largely from the nurses and their 
trained services. Before they arrive 
upon the scene their mothers are taught 
what is needful, and afterward they are 
watched over and cared for. The moth- 
ers are invited to a clinic, where they 
are shown how to make their babies 
happy and keep themselves free from 
extra worry and undue care, The nurs- 
ing service follows the normal baby. un- 
til it is four weeks old, and then turns 
it over to the. Board of Health centre, 
which guides its dict and its bcdily care 
until it has reached the mature age of 
two years. 

At the offices of the nursing centre 
there ‘is a clinic for first aid attention. 
If a child is hurt on the street or is 
burned or injured in any way, and if 
a doctor cannot’ be had immediately 
then: the nurse in charge of the clinic 
comes to the rescue The. services of 
the clinic include administering doses 
of medicine. which cannot be given at 
home. For instance, among a certain 
group of: foreigners there is a custom 
hanging over from the lives in the old 
country of taking tonics by means of 
hypodermic injections. The local doc- 
tors, finding it necessary to cater to 
long established prejudices,’ refer their 
patients to the nurses’ clinic for treat- 
ment so that they will not be obliged 
to pay the doctor’s heavy fee each time 
the treatment is. given.. A nurse says 
that she seizes this opportunity to sug- 
gest to the patient that some country 
air and generous quantities of milk and 
eggs make the. best of all tonics. 

They are doing their big work—these 
nurses—for the general health of the 
community at large, and, indirectly, 
they are guarding the lives of the most 
prosperous family on Fifth Avenue. 





COSTLY PLATINUM. 


HE low price of $99 an ounce for 
T platinum was reached last March. 

and was maintained about a month, 
but the price gradually stiffened until 
August, when the Government stocks 
were exhausted, and then abruptly rose 
to $110,.an, ounce, Since the. middle of 
August the price has continued to: ad- 
vance about $5 an ounce a month. The 
demand for the metal has been strong, 
and the supply has been short. The nor- 
mal domestic production is 7,000 to 10,- 


600 ounces énnwalty, and with importr 


platinum. about 65,000 ounces, held at tr 
about 54,800 ‘ounces of new platinum 
should be available now, aside from 
the stocks of platinum, about 65,000 
ounces, held at the beginning of 1919.

Outlay of $8,000,000. 

One estimate is that it would cost, an 
average.of $160 to bring the bodies back. 
This by some is considered low. Count- 
ing 50,000 bodies, the total outlay at this 
rate would be $8,000,000, for the cost of 
coffins would probably fall not much 
short of one-third of that. The Crago 
bill, on which the House Committee on 
Military Affairs will hold the hearings, 
calls for an appropriation-of $5,000,000.

RULES FOR DYE IMPORTS. 





HE War Trade Board Section of the | . 


Department, of State announced re- | 

cently that, until further notice, no 
licenses for the imiportation into the 
United States of dyestuffs derived di- 
rectly or indirectly from coal-tar prod- 
ucts, would be’ issued except to satisfy 
the requirements of actual consumers 
for a period not exceeding six months 
from the date of the filing of the appli- 
cation. : 

Accordingly, abblications filed by ac- 
tual consumers should be accompanied 
by an affidavit stating that the commod- 
ities and the quantities thereof’ applied 
for aré required to ontiaty the «six 
months’ requirements. 

The substitute bill proposed Tor the 
licensing feature of the Longworth Dye 
bill, if adopted, would authorize the 
United States Tariff Commission to draw 
up two lists, one of which would contain 
the names of all such coal-tar dyes and 
chemicals as are not: produced.in quan- 
tity or quality sufficient to meet re- 
quirements of consumers. The other list 
would contain the names. of substitutes 
for those prodycts for which there are 
special uses, for which the coal-tar prod- 
ucts will not suffice. 

All the dyes and chemicals on the first- 
named list can be imported with but one 
restriction, that the quantities brought" 
in shall not exceed a six months’ sup- 
ply. This would give an opportunity for 
the consumers to get all the dyes they: 
might: néed, and at the same time per- 


mit.the dye manufacturers, should ‘they 
so desire, to meet foreign competition. 

It is said to, be the intention of Con- 
gress to give protection to the coal-tar| 
dye and chemical industries to the, full- 
est extent, but Congress is disinclined to 

lye protection at the expense of other 

ndustries. It has been char, that, un- 
der the licensing system of the Long- 
worth bill, American textile and other 
dye-consuming industries would be put 
at a disadvantage. Before they could 


bring into this country any forei dyes 
they would have to prove that the dyes 
needed are not produced here, Of, if 


produced here, that they are not suita- 
le to the use to which they are to be 
put. This might resuit in lengthy pro- 
ceedings and controversies.

“This measure relates to summary 
proceedings to recover possession of real 
property under the so-called ‘ objection- 
able tenant’ clause incorporated lately 
in apartment leases. The bill was drawn 
to offset the effect of a recent decision 
of the Appellate Term of'the First De- 
partment, wherein it was held that the 
landlord was the sole judge of whether 
or not a tenant was objectionable: The 
decision had since been amended to hold 
that whether or not a tenant is objec- 
tionable is a matter to. be judicially de- 
termined, upon appropriate allegation 
and after due proof. Under these cir- 
cumstances Mr, Lockwood’s measure 
seems to be redundant.”’

“The bill is also vicious in that it 
makes‘the breach of a contract to fur- 
nish heat, light, etc., a crime, when the 
aggrieved party has adequate means of 
redress by civil action. 

** The. substitution of criminal prosecu- 
tion for thé remecy proviced by the 
civil law for the redress of private griev- 
ances is a radical departure from 
sound legal principles which thoughtful 
lawyers and jurists will hardly approve. 
The bill is, therefore, disapproved.’’

RENT PROBLEM OF THE RICH 





The problems of the wealthy regarding 
the payment of rent are much harder 
‘than those of people of modest means, 
Most people who pay $10,000 a year 


in the 30 and 50 per cent. surtax cases. 

A man who.is in the 50 per cent. sur- 
tax class who pays $10,000 a year rent 
has to set aside $400,000 of his principal 
on a 5 per sent. income basis in order 
to get that $10,000 for his rent, because 
the Government gets half, leaving him 
..@ Other half for his rent. 

As_a solution of this problem people 
of this class are adopting thie’ co-opera- 
tive ownership plaii and two buildings 
ovcupying the whele: block. are being 
projected on Park Avenue; one of. which 
is - headed by the du Ponts and the other, 
on the adjoining block south, by a syndi- 
cate headed by Walter Russell, -wao 
has built several co-operative structures 
on the upp®r west side. in explaim n. 
how the problem worked out, Mr. Russell 
said yesterday: ‘‘ Taking..$10,000 as the 
basis of rerit, a man purchases his right 
to dccupancy of a- $10,000 apartment for 

80.000 and then takes a lease of his 
apartment at $1 a year, for there. is 
more than enough money from the por- 
tion of the building for rent to take care 
of all running éxpenses. 

This $80,000 is all that is required of 
principal to take care of his $10,000 
rent, and not $400,000, which leaves a 
balance of $320,000 that still can be 
working and earning- money for the 
owner. This $320,000 will earn at 5 per 
cent. $16,000,-of which the Government 
gets half, leaving for the owner $8,000 
net.
